There wilt be peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan once 
called home. The war is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are'forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war.

Proof Of Support No Longer Needed 


As of Jan. 1, a divorced woman no 


longer has to prove she gets support 
from her ex-husband to get monthly so- 
cial security payments based on his work 
record, according to Norman Thorcscn, 
manager of the Social Security Office in 
Arlington Heights. 


"The support requirement is elimi- 


nated by tho new social security low," 
Thorcsen stated. 


Previously, a divorced woman who 


met the other requirements for entitle- 
ment had to prove her ex-husband was 
providing at least half of her support — 
or that he was giving her substantial 
contributions under a written agreement 
or was under court order to do so. 


Some State laws make It difficult for a 


divorced woman to obtain support from 
her ex-husband, according to Thoresen. 


"Many divorced women in financial 


need have been unable to get any social 
security payments for that reason," he 
said. 


Monthly benefits based on ex-hus- 


band's work records are payable to di- 
vorced wives, beginning at 62; to di- 
vorced widows, beginning at 60, and to 
divorced mothers at any age if they have 
dependent children of that marriage in 
their care. 


The ex-husbands must either be getting 


social security retirement or disability 
payments, or they must have died after 
working long enough under social secur- 
ity.

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Polholc Season Is Here 
Premature Thaw, Rains Cause Trouble 


by KUflT BAER 


Ust week's premature thaw and 


spring-like rains have summoned forth 
one of motorized man's most persistent 
ncmescs — the potholo. 


With a frame-rattling cachunk, the tire 


drops six Inches Into the muddy hole and 
pounds Its way out again. Inside, the 
driver worries that this time the shock 
may have been sharp enough to pop a 
tire, dent the wheel or even break a 
spring. 


Township, county and state highway 


officials all report an early and abundant 
crop of potholes this winter and work 
crews already have begun large-scale 
patching operations normally not needed 
for a couple more months. 


"There's no question that we've got 


more (potholes) than usual, with the wa- 
ter standing on the streets and the thaw- 
ing and freezing that we've had," said 
Hugo Stark, director of the Cook County 
Highway Department. 


State, county and township officials 


any they have crews out now patching 
tho roads as fast as they con but they 
admit that In many areas their men 
can't keep up with the traffic and chang- 
ing weather. 


"THE FILL WE HAVE to use in the 


winter Isn't the best cither," says Stark, 
adding that sometimes his men will have 


to refill the same hole five or six times 
in the course of a winter driving season.

crete and asphalt, according to Robert 
Washburn, a'field engineer with the Illi- 
n o 1 s highway garage in Arlington 
Heights. The mixture is put down cold 
which makes It suitable for winter 
weather use but also limits com- 
pactability. 


Wiishburn said he has been dispatching 


12 to 16 three-man crews a day on pot- 
hole missions throughout the entire 


northwest area. The Illinois garage in 
Arlington Heights maintains state-con- 
trolled roads throughout a 278-square 
mile area. 


Washburn said the pothole and its re- 


pair is a normal part of highway mainte- 
nance. 


Gustav Ziemke, a foreman with the 


Wheeling Township highway department, 
said he has four to five crews out patrol- 
ing and mending pockmarked streets. 


"THE MOISTURE In the ground is the 


big problem," Ziemke said, explaining 
that the expansion and contraction of the 
subsurface is what weakens and finally 
breaks the pavement. 


Motorists who are unfortunate enough 


to hit one pothole too many and actually 
wind up damaging their car may want to 
consider applying to the state or county 
for reimbursement of their repair ex- 
penses. 


Pothole damage claims from a state- 


controlled road should be filed with the 
State of Illinois, Department of Trans- 
portation, Mr. William Burke, 164 Du- 
Pagc St., Elgin, 111. 60120. 


The state suggests that motorists send 


a letter spelling out the location where 
the damage occurred, the time of the 
mishap and verify the extent of damage 
by including a copy of the repair bill. 


A police report, if one is written, will 


also help substantiate a claim, they say. 


Damage claims from county roads 


may be sent to the Cook County Highway 
Dept., Mr. Hugo Stark, Room 2868, Chi- 
cago Civic Center. 


Stark said all claims are investigated 


by the-state's attorney's office and then 
turned over to the county's insuranco 
carrier.

Miller Was 
'Untruthful' 
In Testimony 


Former Illinois Racing Board Chair- 


man William S. Miller has admitted he 
was once "untruthful" In sworn testi- 
mony to the racing board and once made 
a secret stock offer to a board member. 


In the fifth day of cross-examination, 


Miller was asked about an apparent dis- 
crepancy In audit reports for the number 
of shares in Balmoral Jockey Club held 
by Chicago Harness Racing, Inc., In 19G6 
and 19G7. Miller an Id ho knew nothing of 
tliu disparity because he was not an offi- 
cer of Balmoral at the time. 


• Miller then was excused and Ethan Hy- 
man, u certified public accountant, was 
called. Ho testified ho had prepared In- 
come tax returns for Kcrncr and his wife 
from 1901 through 1D71, and now is work- 
Ing on his 1972 returns. Ho identified re- 
turns for 19CG and 1907. 


THE ADMISSIONS were drawn by de- 


fense attorneys eager to destroy the 
credibility of Miller, a key prosecution 
witness in the racetrack stock-bribery 
trial of former Gov. Otto Kcrncr and his 
longtime aide, Theodore Isaacs. 


The 72-year-old Miller was undergoing 


lib fourth day of cross-examination when 
he admitted to making a secret stock 
proposal similar to the one that led to the 
Kcrncr-Isaacs indictment. 


Under questioning by Paul Connolly, 


Kerncr's attorney, Miller admitted that 
three months after ho quit as racing 
chairman In 1067 he offered 23,000 shares 
of stock in Chicago Harness Racing, Inc., 
to board member Ernest Marsh of Chi- 
cago. 


The stock, — then worth $2.43 a 


share 8 was offered to Marsh for $2.05 a 
share out of "friendship, and for no oth- 
er consideration," Miller said.

Q. I'll noon be 62 and plan to retire 


then. 1 have railed my two grand- 
children ilnce they were babies. Now 
they're both In grade school. Will they be 
able to get social necurity checks on my 
record when I start getting monthly 
benefit*? 


A. Possibly. Under recent changes in 


tho social security law, grandchildren 
can get monthly checks based on a 
grandparent's earnings record if certain 
conditions are met. You should file a 
claim for benefits for them at any social 
security office and receive a formal de- 
termination on tho matter. This can bo 
done when you apply for your retirement 
benefits. For more Information call 255- 
7SI2. 


Q. After my hiuhnml died last May, 


my four children and I started getting 
monthly social security payments. Do I 
have to report these payments an Income 
and pay Income tax on these benefits? 


A. No. Social security benefits arc not 


subject to Federal Income tax. 


Q. I stoned getting monthly social se- 


curity checks as a student lait summer 
when my mother died. Since I've had 
some part-time jobs this year, can you 
tell me when a person getting benefits 
ha« to report his earnings to social sccur- 
Ity? 


A. If you received nt least one social 


security check and your earnings wcro 
over $l,fi80 In 1973, you must mako an 
annual report of your earnings to social 
security by April 16,1073.

Texas Legislature gave it a boost by in- 
troducing a bill that would require crimi- 
nals to give their intended victims 24 
hours'notice. 


The account of tho measure that I saw 


did not mako clear whether the notice 
would have to bo in any particular form. 
To be fully effective, however, it would 
have to be a formal written notice. 


Letting criminals get by with oral noti- 


fication would not provide maximum de- 
terrence. It's too cosy to pick up a phone 
and say "I"ll be around tomorrow to 
pick your pocket." 


Moreover, telephonic communication 


has a way of creating misunder- 
standings, somewhat along this line: 


"This Is n stlckup. Hand over your 


wallet or I'll blow your brains out." 


"But you said on the phone the robbery 


would be Wednesday night This is only 
Tuesday." 


"We must have hod a bad connection. 


Wednesday is my bowling night." 
. THAT SORT OF thing simply won't do. 
The criminal must be required to fill out 
Crime Notification Form F-lll-X, in 
triplicate, as prepared by the friendly 
folks who brought you Form 1040:

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The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
What To Do When Hands Tall Asleep' 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I am a 44-year-old 


truck driver and am experiencing diffi- 
culty with my hands "going to sleep" 
when I retire at night. I am wondering If 
It Is caused by poor blood circulation. My 
doctor thought It might be caused by ten- 
sion and prescribed medicine that docs 
not seem to help. 


Abo, could this develop into arthritis, 


because now I seem to suffer from swell- 
ing In my fingers when I awaken and 
occasionally 
experience 
elbow 
and 


muscle soreness in my lower left arm. It 
seems I read In your column that poor 
circulation could be corrected if treated 
early enough, and I am naturally con- 
cerned. 


Dear Header — The sensation of your 


hands "going to sleep" at night is usual- 
|ly related to decreased blood flow to the 
arms. It's often related to the position 
ono sleeps In. If you put your arms up 
over your head, the stretching of the 
muscles around tho collarbone at the 
shoulder region can sometimes press 


down on the arteries to the arms and 
decrease the circulation. You can also 
have this occur by lying on the arm in 
the wrong position and creating pressure 
or If someone else sleeps on your arm 
causing pressure. 


As a truck driver, you might have 


more tendency to external obstruction to 
your arteries from mechanical means 
than some other people, mostly because 
you probably have well developed shoul- 
der and neck muscles related to your oc- 
cupation. Young, healthy soldiers'have 
been described with this problem if they 
carried a heavy backpack that pulled 
their shoulders back. Literally, the col- 
larbone and muscular structures pressed 
against the arteries causing trouble dur- 
ing tho daytime. There arc some dis- 
orders to the terminal portions of the 
circulation, which can involve the small 
arteries and veins, that can also cause 
swelling of the hands and some of these 
difficulties.

difficulty can ofttimes be identified dur- 
ing examination by moving the arm 
backward to sec if the pulse at the wrist 
diminishes significantly as compared to 
when the arm is in its normal forward 
position. By rotating the arm in different 
positions and noting what happens to the 
strength of the pulse at the wrist, the 
doctor can often get a pretty good idea if 
there is external obstruction causing a 
problem. 


OF COURSE, you can analyze your 


sleep habits and try to sleep with your 
arms at your side without lying on them 
or having any other source of pressure to 
sec if this helps your problem. 


I doubt that your symptoms have any 


relationship to arthritis. It is not usually 
associated with the sensation of your 
hands going to sleep at night. 


I would also guess that if you have 


something that needs to be corrected, it 
is related to an external obstruction of 
the type I have discussed as opposed to 
the arteries with fatty deposits or athe- 
rosclerosis which is very uncommon in 
the arteries to the arms without other 
important problems being obvious. I 
would expect that kind of difficulty to 
give you trouble in the daytime as well.

Imperial Inventors International Inc.,

It run 28 offices scattered around the 
U S. including the headquarters at the 
O'llare Lake Office Complex in DC* 
Plnines. The company advertises widely 
Hi slogan. "For Inventors, a realization 
of dreams," lumming up Its claims. 


For some Inventors, though, Imperial 


realized no dreams at all. A Chicago pat- 
ent attorney, one of a dozen contacted by 
the Herald during Its two-month In- 
vestigation but who asked to remain 
anonymous for ethical reasons, relates 
uh.it a client said happened to her: 


Jane .Mace, which Is not her real 


name, was attracted by Imperial's ad- 
vertisements that seemed to her to prom- 
ise dreams come true. She had an Idea 
— no specifics, no diagrams, no models 
— but she decided to see what it might 
bcuurlh. 


.MILS. MACK'S Idea was for an ice 


cube tray cover. She reasoned that such

a device would present water from spill- 
ing when loading the tray Into a freezer.

M.ICU set up an appointment to meet 


1 with Paul Cohen, an Imperial represen- 


tative In Arlington Heights. 


The meeting, held last May, lasted half 


an hour. Cohen presented lib card and 
some additional advertising. Mrs. Maco 
was told of the many things that Impe- 
rial could and would do for her. But sho 
would have to have Imperial "evaluate" 
her Idea, and the evaluation would have 
to be favorable for the company to take 
it any further, she was told. 


Cohen said the evaluation would cost 


J230. But the company was willing to 
pick up half the tab, leaving only $125 for 
her to pay. She was told there would be 
no further cost, and the S12:> would cover 
the cost of a patent search as well as the 
evaluation. She agreed and paid the men- 
ey. 


Mrs. Mace did not hear from Imperial 


for nearly two months. Then she was 
contacted about another meeting with 
Cohen, where she would be shown the 
"evaluation report." 


The report was glowing. It called the 


ice cube tray cover "unique," even 
though patent attorneys say It is such a 
common idea that the U.S. Patent Man- 
ual lists a subclass labeled "container- 
type molding device. Including lid." That 
stibclatt Includes Ice cube trays with 
covers. 


TIIK "KVAI.UATION" Included stalls- 


tics to support Its optlmlitic tone. It 
noted that in.3 per cent of American 
homes have refrigerators, so 8.1.3 per 
cent of the homes can use Ice cube trays. 
And the co\er could be marketed by any 
of the country's 30,000 hardware stores, 
C.7.000 general merchandise stores and 
35,000 drug and proprietary stores. 


"After consideration of the proposed 


production 
costs, 
the 
accompanying 


wholesale and retail prices could be 75 
cents and $1 39 respectively," the report 
staled. "Bawd on annual sales of 500,000 
units, the estimated profit yield would be 
of noteworthy proportions. A substantial 
royalty return would therefore be avail- 
able." 


Mrs. Mace thought that the report and 


a "letter of understanding" were too op- 
timlstic. She pointed In a handwritten In- 
sertion In the letter that Indicated — but 
did not guarantee — that Mrs. Mace 
could expect to receive $23,000 cash and 
a 5 per cent royalty If and when her Idea 
was licensed to a manufacturer. So Co- 
hen simply crossed It out and substituted 
the figure "$15,000." 


Cohen tried on three occasions during 


the meeting to get Mrs. Mace to sign an 
agreement that would have obligated her 
to pay Imperial an additional $1,720. The 
additional amount was to bo used by the 
company for further developing her Idea, 
drawing up n prospectus and getting the 
product on the market, Mrs. Mace was 
told. 


And Cohen told her she could cancel 


the agreement If she was not satisfied 
with Imperial's work. 


BUT 1'ARAGKAPII seven of the agree- 


ment states: 


"Inventor understands and agrees that 


company (Imperial) will Immediately 
commence development, promotion and 
distribution of Inventor's idea or in- 
vention and that, therefore, this agree- 
ment Is non-cancellable." 


Mrs. Mace's attorney pointed out the 


non-cancellation clause of the agreement, 
and she did not sign. The attorney also 
told her that her Idea was worthless, and 
would not interest a manufacturer. 


This true example of Imperial In action 


Is as "unique" as Mrs. Mace's invention. 
Another patent attorney told of a client 
who went to Imperial which an Idea for 
"pinless baby diapers." Again, Imperial 
produced a glowing report saying what a 
great idea a diaper held together with 
tape rather than pins would be. 


The cvaluator apparently had not seen 


television ads for disposable diapers 
which already use that principle — tape 
instead of pins. The "pinless baby dia- 
per" is already on the market. 


Arc some inventors so blind that they 


tlo not see any of their Ideas as worth- 
less? Why arc they willing to spend up to 
Jl.ra) or more with Imperial to attempt 
to get their idcns on the market? 


"INVKNTOHS clutch at straws, just 


like 1 did," said Merle DcWitt, an in- 
ventor from Denver who said his experi- 
ence with Imperial was anything but sat- 
isfactory. "Inventors arc always looking 
for the pot of gold at the end of the rain- 
bow." 


Imperial knows this as well as DcWitt. 


During their training, Imperial represen- 
tatives arc told this to indicate how easy 
It will be for them to close deals with 
Inventors, one Herald reporter learned 
while sitting in on the class. 


Imperial Inventors is a fairly new sis- 


ter company of Imperial Hammer, Inc., 
located In Rockford. The hammer com- 
pany was built upon the invention of a 
lead industrial hammer which the com- 
pany has successfully marketed for 15 
years. But the patent on the hammer 
runs out in two years and cannot be re- 
newed — except by a rare special act of 
Congress. Anybody will soon be able to 
make a duplicate of the Imperial Ham- 
mer. 


Imperial says that because it has 


many industry contacts — companies 
that use the hammer — it has an "in" 
for inventors. 


One Chicago patent attorney explained 


how companies like Imperial can appear 
to have such an "in." He said Imperial 
could send out 25 letters on a Monday, 
describing an Invention to manufac- 
turers, and get 25 responses by the fol- 
lowing Friday. But the responses arc no 
more than polite rejections, often telling 
the Inventor to keep at It, even though 
that particular manufacturer isn't inter- 
ested in the Idea. 


TUB ATTORNEY said that someone 


unfamiliar with the nuances of the patent 
and Invention business would be buoyed 
by such letters. But manufacturers often 
have their own research and devel- 
opment people — professionals — and do 
not want to become involved with the 
private inventor, he said. 


John R. Sassamon, the Inventor of the 


Imperial Hammer and founder of the 
hammer company and the invention de- 
velopment firm, as such docs know the 
nuances of the patent business. At least 
that's what company advertising claims. 


Sassamon Is no longer president of Im- 


perial, but has stepped down and is now 
n "consultant" for the company, sold 
Don Lewis, an Imperial operations man- 
ager. He did not say why Sassamon 
stepped down, but Jack Brumlcy, direc- 
tor of Imperial's "invention evaluator" 
training program, said the old boss had 
to step down. After all, he couldn't re- 
main head of the company after being 
convicted a year ago of receiving stolen 
property, Brumlcy said. 


Sassamon was convicted In Rockford 


of receiving stolen snowmobiles, Brum- 
lcy said. That was In January, 1972. 


Other Imperial principals have been 


implicated In questionable dealings as 
well. Thomas Roth Is one. He was once 
associated with a number of Denver, 
Colo., carpet firms, but went out of busi- 
ness after the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion In 1071 issued a complaint alleging 
false, misleading and deceptive claims 
and advertising. 


HOTH decided not to fight the com- 


plaint, so he folded the companies. 
Brumlcy, who said he helped run the 
carpet operation, said Roth was cited 
only because other Denver businessmen 
were jealous of Roth's success. He ex- 
plained that Roth decided not to fight the 
complaint because the company had 
made plenty of money, anyway. 


It Is nearly impossible to determine 


how much money the new enterprise — 
Imperial Inventors — has made. The 


company is not listed in any of the stan- 
dard business directories, such as Dun 
and Bradstreet, Moody's or Standard and 
Poor's. And Claire C. Wagner, Imperial's 
current national director, will say only 
that the company's assets are "In excess 
of $1 million." 


Lewis told the Herald that Imperial 


makes none of its money from inventors 
themselves. Rather, he said the company

gets money directly from manufacturers 
who set up a licensing agreement with 
the inventor 
through Imperial, or 


through direct sales of a product to vari- 
ous companies. 


Lewis cited a product called "Hand!- 


Mop" — a strip map in a plastic case — 
as one example. He said Imperial sold 
3 5 million units of the product to Mara- 
thon Oil Company as a give-away item. 


But C. P. Nanncs, Marathon's purchas- 


ing manager in Finlcy, Ohio, told the 
Herald that his company never bought 
such an item. 


ANOTHER example of a product Im- 


perial claims to have sold is called Snap- 


A-Can. An Imperial newsletter tells read- 
ers that "the inventor who brought this 
fine product to the attention of Imperial 
can really expect fantastic results in the 
near future!" 


Snap-A-Can is a device that turns a 


beer or pop can into a mug. It has a 
handle and a base that serves as a coast- 
er. 


Richard Kehr Is vice president of the 


Snap-A-Can Co., based in Chicago. He 
told the Herald that Imperial is not the 
distributor of the product, as the head- 
line of the newsletter article claims, but 
that Imperial has been retained on a 
commission basis as an 
advertising 


agent for Snap-A-Can. What's .more, 
Kehr said his company hasn't seen any 
great success as a result of Imperial's 
work. 


The newsletter article on Snap-A-Can 


says that Imperial's television exposure 
will "insure volume sales" of the prod- 
uct. Kehr said television ads ran for only 
a short time, and didn't have much ef- 
fect on sales. 


The Imperial article says Snap-A-Can 


"has already found fantastic acceptance 
on the market place evidence (sic) by a 
recent order placed by the Miller Brew- 
ing Company, Milwaukee, Wis., for many 
thousands of units!" 


Kehr said that the Miller company did 


indeed order 11,500 units of Snap-A-Can 
for use at two college reunions, and Mill- 
er executives verified this. But Kehr 
added that the contract with Miller was 
signed long before Imperial took over 
marketing for the Snap-A-Can Company. 
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Des Plaines, which Imperial shares 
with 49 other companies. The caption 
identifies the entire building as the 
home office.

More Deductions 
For Child Care 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This It the fourth 


of five article* with tips on How To Fig- 
ure Your i»72 Income Taxes.) 


Coming Into play on 1972 returns la a 


greatly Increased deduction for child 
care expenses. Previously, the largest 
possible annual deduction was $900. For 
years beginning after 1971, the annual 
maximum under Code Sec. 214 can be as 
Wgh as $4,800, notes Commerce Clearing 
House. 


Despite its popular label, the deduction 


Is not limited to expenses for the care of 
tho taxpayer's rhlldrcn. If the taxpayer 
maintains a household for one or more of 
the Individuals listed below, ho may de- 
duct up to $400 per month of the ex- 
penses paid for household services ..nd 
for tho care of such Individuals. 


Qualifying Individuals Include a de- 


pendent under the age of 15 who may bo 
claimed as an exemption, o disabled de- 
pendent of any ago and a disabled hus- 
band or wile. An Individual In the second 
category Is eligible even If the taxpayer 
cannot claim him as an exemption bc- 
causo his gross Income exceeds $750. 


THE EXPENSES must be Incurred for 


the purpose of enabling the taxpayer to 
be employed. Therefore, the deduction Is 
available to a married couple only If 
both husband and wife arc working or 
seeking work, unless one Is unable to 
work because of disability. A couple who 
arc married on tho last day of the tax- 
able year must flic a joint return to qual- 
ify for tho deduction. 


Tho form for claiming child care ex- 


penses Is Form 2441. If a disabled person 
other than a child under IS receives dis- 
ability payments under Social Security, 
Workmen's Compensation, private insur- 
ance, etc., the expenses that are solely 
for his care must be reduced. 


Expenses for general household ser- 


vices, however, need not bo reduced. For 
a dependent over the age of 14 tho 
amount of the reduction Is tho excess of 
tho disability payments plus the depend- 
ent's adjusted gross income over $750. In 
the case of a husband or wife, tho reduc- 
tion Is simply the amount of disability 
payments. 


AFTER EXPENSES have been re- 


duced for disability payments, if any, a 
monthly limitation Is applied to the re- 
maining expenses. The most that may bo 
deducted under any circumstances is 
$400 per month, regardless of the number 
of qualifying Individuals Involved. 


Except for the care of dependents un- 


der IS, the expenses must be for services 
In the home. Services outside the home 
for core of dependents under 15 are sub- 
ject to a separate monthly limitation: 
one dependent, $200; two dependents,' 
$300; and three or more dependents, 
$400. 


When expenses are Incurred Jor both 


in-home and out-of-home services, the In- 
home limitation Is in effect the difference 
between the out-of-home expenses and 
$400. 


Following application of the dollar lim- 


itation, a still further reduction of 50 per 
cent of the excess Is possible if adjusted 
gross income exceeds $18,000. 


Widows, widowers and heads of house- 


holds can take advantage of other special 
income tax rules. Widows or 'widowers, 
for instance, can continue, to pay the 
rates applying to joint returns for two 
years after their spouse's death. • 


Heads of households pay on a schedule 


of rates that arc midway between those 
of an Individual filing a separate return 
and a married couple filing a joint re- 
turn. 


AN UNMARRIED widow or widower 


whose spouse died in 1970 or 1971 and 
who maintains a household as the princi- 
pal place of abode of a dependent child 
or stepchild will bo taxed on the 1972 re- 
turn at tho same rates Imposed on a 
married couple filing jointly, If at tho 
time of the spouse's death the couple was 
entitled to flic a joint return. 


An individual Is a head of household if 


h'o or she is unmarried at tho end of the 
year, is not a surviving spouse, and 
maintains a home for at least one child, 
including a stepchild, grandchild, foster 
child, or an adopted child; oven though 
such child Is not a dependent; or any 
other related person for whom tho quali- 
fying individual Is entitled to a deduction 
for an exemption, unless tho deduction 
arises from a multiple support agree- 
ment. Mo or she must also furnish more 
than one-half of tho cost of maintaining 
tho household. 


A taxpayer is also a head of household 


If ho maintains for his mother or father, 
or both, a household which is their homo 
oven though the taxpayer lives else- 
where. However, tho parent must have 
less than $7SO gross income, and the tax- 
payer must have contributed over one- 
half of tho parent's support.

WASHINGTON - To ono kind of tax 


reformer, tho big problem with the tax 
system Is tho tax breaks that go to rich 
people and largo corporations. What arc 
these? 


Tho biggest tax break for high Income 


people aro tho special rules relating to 
capital gains. The major problem hero Is 
ono that gets little attention from tho 
public. It Is the way wo deal with capital 
gains at death. 


If you get rich by saving out of salary, 


and dividends and business profits, you 
will pay income taxes right along. All 
these Incomes are taxed when they aro 
earned and If ono has amassed enough 
wealth after paying income taxes there 
wilt be an estate tax at death. 


But tho tax Is very different If you get 


rich, not from saving out of salary and 
dividends, but because you owned prop- 
erty, like stock or land, which Increases 
in value. If this property has not been 
sold during the lifetime of tho fortune 
builder, Its increase hi value is never 
subject to n capital gains tax. 


THE LAND OR STOCK that increases 


In value will be In tho estate and subject 
to estate tax, but that Is true also of the 
fortune built up out of salary, dividends 
and profits. Further, If the heir to this 
appreciated land or stock decides to sell 
it, the heir Is permitted to treat as his 
cost, the value of tho land or stock at tho 
date of death. Tho rise hi value during 
the fortune builder's lifetime Is never 
subject to capital gains tax. 


Capitol gains at death is serious for 


many reasons. Most Important, it means - 
that any owner of property that has gone 
up in value Is tempted to avoid capital 
gains tax by not netting the asset. Ob- 
viously this temptation Is greater for 
people who have lots of income and 
wealth and can choose what they want to 
sell. When the Congress Increases the tax 
on realized capital gains, It might not get 
much more revenue because people will 
sell fewer assets. 


PRESIDENT Kennedy In 1963 recom- 


mended taxing gains at death. The idea 
was still too new then and was quickly 
dropped. It Is now more widely recog- 
nized In congressional drcks as a prob- 
lem. 
' 
. Most proposals for eliminating this tax 
break provide that the tax-at-d«ath rule 
would only apply to estates of over 


$60,000, (where an estate tax return Is 
required.) 
' 


This gains-at-dcath business is by far 


the most important high Income tax 
break. There arc others which como up 
In most discussions of tax reform, such 
as the exemption of Interest on state and 
local bonds, and the unrealistic deduc- 
tions created by Investment hi real es- 
tate. 


The corporation tax also has prefer- 


ences that aro very valuable for large, 
successful corporations. Most of these 
ore structured to encourage investment, 
llkd tho 7 per cent tax credit for In- 
vestment In machinery and equipment 
and the depreciation rules which permit 
companies to deduct.the cost of capital 
equipment well before the equipment 
wears out. Other business tax provisions, 
like the oil depletion allowance, serve to 
favor one Industry over others. 


THE PARTICULAR business tax pro- 


vision most likely to get attention in tax 
reform debates in 1973, however, are the 
rules that permit a U.S. firm doing1 busi- 
ness abroad to treat foreign income 
taxes they pay as discharging part of the 
tax owed to the United States. These 
foreign tax provisions are most valuable 
to large businesses, since a company has 
to be very big before It has branches hi , 
Europe and Afrlce. • 


There are also a host of special tax 


breaks available whereby people can 
save on death taxes. Since .estate'taxes 
are only paid for about tho richest 3 per 
cent, any loophole closing hi this tax will. 
make the tax system more progressive. 
Key congressional leaders have' an- 
nounced periodically In the past that es- ' 
tate and gift tax reform Is on the agenda 
for next year. One of these times, next 
year might come.

Wheel Tax 


Squeeze Unfair 


Famous Government One-Two Punch! 


The Cook County government, 


with clockwork predictability, has 
a g a i n 
demonstrated its in- 


sensitivity to the convenience of 
the taxpayers. And, as is too often 
the case, it is the conscientious citi- 
zens willing and anxious to meet 
their civic obligations who arc tak- 
ing It on the chin. 


Tens of thousands of Cook Coun- 


ty residents who live !:• unincorpo- 
rated areas have received bills 
from the county ranging from $5 to 
$15 — or more for large truck own- 
ers — for the recently inaugurated 
"wheel tax," a tax which has been 
held unconstitutional by the Circuit 
Court. 


The county has appealed the Cir- 


cuit Court ruling, but despite the 
possibility that Circuit Judge Ray- 
mond Sarnow may be upheld by 
the Supreme Court in holding the 
vehicle tax law invalid, the county 
continues to collect the tax. 


And most of the collections are 


being made from those solid citi- 
zens who went to the trouble of 
paying the tax last year — only 
those who show on 1072 records are 
being billed. Those who evaded the 
tax last year through ignorance or 
design have not come to the atten- 
tion of the county treasurer, and 
they are in no jeopardy at the pre- 
sent because the Cook County sher- 
iff's department has suspended en- 
forcement of the tax collections 
pending the court appeal. 


In defense of the county treas- 


urer, it must be noted that Judge 
Sarnow advlScd the county to con- 
tinue collecting the tax while litiga- 
tion Is pending. Though it may be 


puzzling that a judge advises col- 
lection of a tax he considers uncon- 
stitutional, his action, is the only 
Impetus needed to set the bureau- 
cracy rolling toward the tax- 
payers' pockctbook. 


But even granting that the coun- 


ty is under a dictum of the court 
(though Judge Sarnow said his 
statement was merely advisory), it 
would seem logical that the county 
is prepared to refund the money 
promptly if the Supreme Court up- 
holds the lower court. 


Not so, according to the county 


treasurer. Refunds will be made 
only to those who apply for them in 
writing. 


OK, so if poor old John Q. wants 


to get back his $15 (or $30, if he 
paid the tax both years), all he will 
have to do is fill out a form, right? 
Again, not so. He will also have to 
produce proof of payment. Never 
mind that the county has a comput- 
erized record of all those who have 
paid. 


We presume that John Q. will not 


only have to prove that he paid, but 
also that he is John Q. We wonder 
what that proof will require. A 
driver's license? A birth certifi- 
cate? A blood test? 


It has been estimated that the 


wheel tax would produce revenues 
of 5600,000 to 5800,000 per year. 


How much of that money will it 


cost to collect the tax, we wonder. 


How much wi|l it cost to make 


refunds, on request, if the tax is 
thrown out? 


We confess we don't know. And, 


frankly, we're too discouraged to 
ask. 


He'U Drink To That 


It was a little like Spiro Agncw 


appearing at a Democratic fund- 
raising dinner when the head of the 
American Water Works Associ- 
ation addressed the convention of 
the American Bottled'Water Asso- 
ciation in Miami Beach the other 
day. 


Eric F. Johnson, executive direc- 


tor of an association representing 
30,000 community suppliers of tap 
water, had been responsible for 
much unfavorable publicity di-' 
reeled at bottled water. 


He took pains to assure the bot- , 


tiers, however, that he didn't really 
wear horns. Since just about every- 
body drinks water of one kind or 
another, his major points may bear 
repeating. 


"I have no quarrel with people 


who purchase bottled water," said ' 
Johnson. "But I don't think bottled 
water should be sold on the basis 


that tap water is dangerous or un- 
safe." 


Bottled water is not as a general 


rule subjected to the surveillance 
and controls required of tap water, 
he pointed out. Many bottled wa- 
ters could not meet federal drink- 
ing .water standards, although they 
are safe. 


"People in our affluent society 


want what they want, where they 
want it, and have evidenced a will- 
ingness to pay for it," said John- 
son. 


"When bottled water serves a 


need'unmet by public water sup- 
ply, or when people can afford the 
luxury of buying exactly the quali- 
ty'they want hi your-bottles, we 
have no quarrel with them or you." 


The-common goal of both organi-

eyed Asians off the earth, while killing 
30,000 American men in the process. 


My memories of. the man are not those

Nine years ago I trudged the 
streets of Waukegan for a week, working 
with an old-line Democratic organization 
to rally support for a President who 
seemed our best hope for the causes of 
equality and peace. 


Two years later, I walked with equally 


dedicated, non-violent college students 
who peacefully but dogmatically believed 
the Vietnam War was wrong and immor- 
al. 


LBJ was a man, as he is remem- 


bered, who could shout "We shall over- 
come!" when it was unexpected for a 
President to lend such support for such 
an unpopular cause. And he could yank 
up his beagle by its ears, throw private 
temper tantrums and taunt respected 
critics as "un-American" — in the worst 
sense of that word. 


Now this man of arrogance and hu- 


manity, a victim of the people that elect- 
ed him, Is gone. The slide to obscurity 
after March 31,1968, was swift;' although 
he may not have .wanted a slice of fame 
after that moment, the Democrats dis- 
honored him by almost banning .his 


memory at two subsequent political con- 
ventions. 


Only merciful time has elevated LBJ 


towards a public respectability. Gone are 
his most strident critics; those that re- 
main grudgingly admit there was more 
to the man's record than the military 
disaster in Vietnam.

Federal Judge William Becks In 


Seattle ordered the) tax auditors to turn 
over to tht Longs the internal guide 
manuals used In determining whose re- 
turns to audit and how to proceed with 
the matter. • 


THE LONGS then continued the fight 


and forced tho IRS to hand over its own 
statistical study of tax audits. 


"The significance of this study," the 


Longs told United Press International, 
"is that their own figures show that the 
bureau of audit and compliance spends 
nearly all Its manhours harassing little 
taxpayers and very little time going af- 
ter big taxpayers." 


They said the study also showed that 


IRS apparently plays favorites by local- 
Ity In settling deficiency claims. A Now 
York columnist charged not long ago 
that a resident of Manhattan had a good 
chance to settle a tax deficiency claim 
for 35 cents on the dollar while a citizen 
of nearby Newark, N.J.. probably would 
have to pay 83 cents on the dollar. 


THE LONGS began their crusada 


against the IRS when their returns for 
I960 through 1068 were audited and they 
were charged with a deficiency of 
$38,144. 


"The expected us to cave in like the 


one million or more taxpayers every 
year who can't afford to fight deficiency 
claims of under $200," the Longs said. 


"When we demanded a Jury trial, they 


threatened us with a 'Jeopardy assess- 
ment"* 


A Jeopardy assessment is a legal de- 


vice by which the government can force 
someone it suspects of planning to flee 
the country or planning to dispose of his 
assets to put up a huge bond to cover a 
tax deficiency claim. 
. 


THE LONGS' main tax deficiency case 


hasn't come to trial, but they sold the 
IRS already has reversed itself on 25 to 
33 of the deficiency items. It was during 
the long and acrimonious negotiations, 
they said, that they found out about the 
IRS's secret manuals and statistics about 
audits. They decided that the existence 
of these documents violated the Federal 
Freedom of Information Act of 1966 and 
demanded to see them. 
.. 


'"The bureaucrats refused," Mrs. Long 


said. "They said making this information 
public would make It too easy for, people 
to get around the audits and evade the 
tax laws." 


"But that wasn't the real reason," said 


Long. "The truth Is that a group of 200 
bureaucrats In that division, have got 
themselves trapped in a box." 


FOR YEARS, he said, the IRS has per- 


suaded Congress to renew and enlarge 
Its budget by promising to collect huge 
sums from chiseling taxpayers. To mako 
good on these promises, Long said, the 
IRS picks on the easiest marks, little 
taxpayers who can't afford to fight back. 


"Collecting deficiencies from big cor- 


porations or rich Individuals is a hard, 
long, drawn out process, so the IRS de- 
votes relatively little of its time to it," 
said Long. "It's much easier to collect 
those under.$200 deficiency claims from 
little people and to harass small .busi- 
nessmen into paying somewhat bigger 
unjustified deficiency claims without 
fighting."-

DOUGLAS DODDS, president of First 


Arlington National Bank and a principal • 
of Tollway Arlington National Bank, is 
skeptical of the branch banking propos- 
al's chances for acceptance. He plans to 
vote against the measure. 


"I would be very much surprised if the 


downstate bankers vote for this mea- 
sure," said Dodds. <'We tend to get a 
distorted view of the picture in this part 
of the state. 


"I think it's most unfortunate that the 


proposal has been so sweeping," Dodds 
said. He added that the inclusion of hold- 
ing'company branch operations in the 
IBA proposal will be difficult for many 
bankers to swallow. This would allow 
bank holding companies free rein in 
gobbling up small banks as branches, he 
said. 


Large banks holding a big chunk of as- 


sets for a given area could thus bypass 
the' restriction on branching for in- 
stitutions controlling more than 10 per 
cent of assets in a district. Dodds cites 
the Bank of America operation in Cali- 
fornia, with over. 1,000 branches, as an 
example of branch banking proportions. . 


"We're a unit bank, and we're going to 


stay a unit bank as long as we can," 
Dodds sold. He sees a great deal of dif- 


' ference between the Independent oper- 


ations of chain banks and the structure 
of branch banks. '-

"There's no question that you have 


greater community responsibility when 
you have unit banking as compared to 
the branching system," he said.

Ballooning To Be Honored 


Feb. 10 will gee the release of a new 


15-cent U.S. aerogramme honoring the 
sport of hot air ballooning. Issuance will 
be at Albuquerque, N.M., on the opening 
day of the first World Hot Air Ballooning 
championships. 


Balloonist* from 17 countries are ex- 


pected to compete in the world meet 
which is sanctioned by the Federation 
Aeronautlque Internationale. 


Nearly 100 balloons are expected to 


rise over Albuquerque with 100,000 
people In attendance. 


Collectors desiring first-day cancella- 


tions should send their requests to "Aero- 
g r a m m e , Postmaster, Albuquerque, 
N.M. 87103" with the proper remittance, 
15 cents each. For those collectors also 
sending their own mailing labels, first 
day canceled aerogrammes will be sent 
under separate cover. 


CAC1IETED envelopes, seen principal- 


ly on first day covers, are specially pur- 
chased envelopes available from several 
publishers. The ones I am most familiar 
with are produced by the Washington 
Press and can be obtained from most 
stamp dealers for about 13 cents each. 


Other cachet publishers Include Rose- 


craft, Flectwood, Klngswood and Art- 
master. 


Except in rare instances, the cachet is 


not applied to your solf-oddrcsscd enve- 
lopes. Exceptions do occur of course; the 
ones I can think of offhand being those 
cachets 
applied to a cover com- 


memorating the recovery of a space ship 
or the Initiation of nn air route. 


A recent exception may also be the 


Smithsonian's offerings mentioned in last 
week's column. These, however, I am not 
sure would qualify as a cachet — the 
"pictorial device" may be on the left 
side or It may be directly under the post- 
mark. Collectors wore reminded however 
to address their envelopes — requesting 
the National Air and Space Museum's 
"100 years Haenlcln to Apollo" com- 
memoration of the National Museum of 
History and Technology's opening of the 
Hall of Malls postmark — in the lower 
right hand corner "because both post- 
marks have pictorial devices."

• Modern heating systems notwithstand- 
ing, a fireplace remains a useful as well 
as a decorative feature in the house. 
That it isn't more useful to more people 
is due to poor maintenance or poor fire- 
building techniques.

The result of either is smoking and 


sputtering and a loss of enchantment. 


Assuming that your fireplace was 


properly designed in the first place there 
is no reason you can't make it useful 
once more. 


You need air for a working fire. The 


flow of air up the chimney makes the' 
fire burn properly and keeps the smoke 
from backing .up into the room. This is 
what is known as the proper draft. 


To get this, there is a movable plate at 


the top of the fireplace in the chimney 
that opens and closes the opening. This is 
the damper. Make sure it is fully open to 
provide the proper draft. A damper may 
sometimes get clogged with soot. 


YOU ALSO NEED ventilation in the 


room for a constant flow of fresh.air. A 
slightly open window or door will provide 
the flow of fresh air needed for a work- 
ing fire. This is especially important in a 


Collecting Coins ...by Mort Reed 
Truman Medals Ulustrate Use Of Relief 


In response to the frequently asked 


question, "What is the difference be- 
tween high and extremely high relief," 
nothing would bo more appropriate as a 
means of demonstrating that difference 
than Ralph Monconi's Harry S Truman 
medal. 


Relief is the contrast between the 


height of the Image as opposed to the 
field or background of a coin or medal. It 
may be extremely shallow as with the 
image on a token or some medallic pock- 
et pieces; it may be normal relief with 
the appearance of depth as on a coin; it 
may be high relief with considerably 
moro thickness to the image than letter- 
ing, or It can be extremely high relief 
which allows for tho thickness of the Im- 
age to extend beyond the confinement of 
the rim as shown in tho illustration. 


EXTREMELY high relief, when done 


properly, creates the illusion of a three- 
dimensional object showing three sur- 
faces — height, width and depth. A talent 
enjoyed by very few sculptors is tho 
chief reason for there being more nor- 
mal-relief and high-relief medals struck 
today than those of truly pleasing ex- 
tremely high relief. 


If tho portrait on a so-called extremely 


high-relief medal is recognizable at any 
angle held by the observer without dis- 
tortion, it Is a desirable piece of art 


Tho Truman medal measures roughly 


1 5/16 Inches in diameter with a 1/8 inch 
thickness at the rim. The profile rises 
well above the rim to equal an additional 
1/8 Inch with the reverse shield extend- 
ing slightly beyond the normal relief of 
this presidential seal. Eight operations 
arc- required. The magnitude of the relief 
necessitates striking the planchette four 
times after which the flashing is re- 
moved before tho piece is sandblasted 
and finished. 


TIIE PRESIDENT Harry S Truman — 


VJ Day medal sculptured by Edward R. 
Grove is a typical example of fine high 
relief, at least on tho obverse. The re- 
verse, showing tho Japanese surrender 
aboard the U.S.S. Missouri Is consid- 
erably higher than the Truman portrait 
but not extremely high.

With ventilation accounted for, next 


thing to check is your fire-building tech- 
nique. 


Build your fire close to the back wall 


of the fireplace, not up front This heats 
up the otherwise cold wail. Also, light a 
piece of newspaper first (you can toss 
some on top of the unlighted logs before- 
hand) to pre-heat the chimney. Heating 
up the cold air and sources of cold air 
makes it easier to start the fire. 


Use enough heavy fuel. One log isn't 


enough. Neither are two. Use at least 
three. While methods vary, the generally 
accepted way to build a fire is to use 
crumpled newspaper, kindling wood and 
logs in that order from the bottom up.. 


THE FIRE IS built on andirons so that 


air can circulate under and through the 
fire. With the kindling on top of the pa- 
per, place a large log on top and at the 
back. Place the second hi front of it. Add 
a few more sticks for support and place 
a third log on top. 


Remember to allow space for ah- to 


flow. The fire is then started by igniting 
the paper. 


If trouble is still encountered, double- 


check for cleanliness in the chimney. 
Sighting up the chimney on a clear day 
with a mirror will tell you its condition. 
You may be able to do quite a bit with a 
brush on a long wire, and a vacuum clea- 
ner. 


Outside, take a look to see that the top 


of the chimney is clear to provide- a 
proper draft A chimney is generally 
built several feet 'higher than the roof but 
the presence of tree branches may can- 
cel out this clearance.

GENERAL INFORMATION: 


Buffalo Grove is a "community on the grow" with it's 
population increasing 945.8% from 1960 to its present 
1972 population of 15.600. The village is primarily 
planned for single family residences though some apart- 
ment units are being developed in the area. There still 
remains a landmark of earlier days, a church built in 
1847 on Buffalo Grove Road. 


Buffalo Grove is situated in two counties; Lake County 
on the north and Cook County on the south with Lake 
Cook County Road the dividing line. 


VILLAGE HJSTORY: 


The name, according to traditional account, has a most 
logical origin. When the English, French and Pottawa- 
toml Indians were ranging through northeastern Illinois, 


so were the buffalo. The buffalo left /the Wheeling 
woods in the morning and grazed their way diagonally 
to Long Grove. Noon found them in a grove of trees 
along the creek, drinking and resting. A buffalo skeleton 
was found.beside the "Buffalo Creek" as it soon be- 
came called. 


There Is little known of the first settlers to the area. 
They are believed to have come from New England. 
They did the job of creating communities from nothing 
with great industry and dedication, but no landmark 
remains In the area today. 


With the arrival of German immigrants names were 
registered along with tintype pictures. There is recorded 
a "First Mass celebrated in Buffalo Grove" in 1947. so 
the German Catholic • community must have existed 
before them. 
SCHOOLS: 


There are 4 elementary schools in the village proper. 1 
junior high school and 1 Catholic elementary school. 
Thet area is now served by Wheeling High School - 
Buffalo Grove High School being built now and ready 
for occupancy by 1973. Pupil-teacher ratio is 22:1 with 
$556 spent per pupil annually. 


HOUSING: . 


The average home in Buffalo Grove is between 2 and 7. 
years and ranging in. price from $28,000 to $56,000. 
New additions are being constructed on the western 
side of the village at about $31,000. About 450 apart- 
ment units are in town renting from $200 to $275'. 


CHURCHES: 


Baptist, Catholic, Lutheran and Methodist congregations 
are ayilable in the area. One Jewish Temple in 
village also serves the northwest area.

MEDICAL: 


The village is served by 2 'nearby hospitals, Northwest 
Community Hospital-in Arlington Heights/and Holy 
Family Hospital in Des Plaines. It also has several: 
professional buildings within the village.

TOWN SHOPPING: 


There are 3 major shopping centers within the village 
proper; Buffalo Grove, Mall, Ranch Mart and Dunnell 
Service Center. Randhurst and Woodfield shopping cen- 
ters are within a few minutes driving time, 


RECREATION: 


The park district maintains several park areas on 30 
acres with 5 future .sites available. Four playgrounds 
offer summer and winter programs. Nearby forest pre- 
serves offer fishing and hiking. Two riding stables are in ' 
the area. Buffalo Grove Golf Club is within the village 
and Arlington Country Club is adjacent. 


VILLAGE GOVERNMENT: 


Incorporated'as a village in 1958 it has an elected 
president and board of trustees who determine the 
policy. The president and board of trustees appoint a full ' 
time village manager to administer alt functions of the 
village. 


TRANSPORTATION: 


C&NW commuter train is available 4 miles south In 
Arlington Heights (47 min. local; 33 mini express). 
United Motor Coach buses'take 85 minutes to Chicago 
Loop. Two major routes in the village. Dundee Road and 
Arlington Heights Road are being revamped.

Some States Recognize 
Manufactured Housing 


The increasing number of states that 


have passed legislation recognizing man-, 
ufacturcd building is seen as a strongly 
favorable sign of Its national future. 


In the two or three years since the 


movement for such legislation began, 13 
states have authorized special agencies 
to evaluate and approve Industrialized 
housing systems, four states have estab- 
lished single state-wide building codes, 
and three states have made approval for 
factory-bullta conditional on meeting re- 
quirements of the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. About 
20 other states are considering similar 
legislation. 


Though they admit there's still a way 


to go in casing restrictions that affect 


manufactured building, Industry spokes- 
men say they're pleased with results so 
far. Restrictive building "codes, widely- 
varying inspection standards and dis- 
criminatory zoning are long-standing bu- 
gaboos of industrialized construction. In 
some Instances, local codes are so arbi- 
trary that meeting them becomes a frus- 
trating, timely and expensive problem. 


Proponents of industrialized building 


arc not concerned about the ability of 
factory-produced structures to pass even 
tho most stringent codes. They point out 
that techniques and materials used in 
factory* production, quality controls, and 
tho need for components to withstand the 
rigors of transportation give them a 
higher performance level than many con- 
ventionally-built structures.

0.. Ellsworth Stevens, C.P.M. and exec- 


utive vice-president of the J. Walter 
Jones Management Corp. of Baltimore, 
Md., has helped manage more than 5,000 
apartment units. He has found that 
maintenance problems and excessive op- 
erational costs can generally be traced to 
"penny, pinching" by the builder during 
initial stages of planning and construc- 
tion. 
: 


On the other hand, Stevens believes 


that "intelligent purchasing of quality 
products pays off in the long run for 
apartment owners." It reduces mainte- 
nance expenses, and — by improving 
apartment, appeal and liveablllty — 
keeps tenant turnover to a minimum. 


Stevens' ideas qualify him as a friend 


• to landlord and tenant alike. He's anti 
materials and equipment that look 
cheap, operate poorly and require con- 
stant and costly upkeep. He's pro prod- 
ucts that cost a little more, but look 
good, wear well and need minimal 
maintenance. 


For example: 
Doors with eye-appeal, such as wood 


panel entries, add "character" to apart- 
ments. For tenants, these features pro- 
vide a touch of the warmth and charm of 
single-family homes. For owners, avail- 
ability of quality units, such as ponde- 
rosa pine panel doors in stock sizes and a 
variety of styles, makes elegant exterior 
and interior doors a practical choice. The 
doors are factory-treated with a chem- 
ical preservative to guard against wear 
and weather abuse. 


Public hallways.that are plastered or 


painted need constant repair. Masonry or 
shoulder-high paneling are preferable. 


Flooring — especially in public areas 


— should be able to withstand hard use. 
Where carpeting is used in Individual 
apartments, it should look good, stand up 
to frequent cleanings, and be a neutral 
color. 


Kitchens should be bright, wcll-venti- 


lated, with good cabinet and ccunjertop 
space. Two-door refrigerator-freezers 
should be standard for moderately-priced 
apartments; frost-free units for luxury 
rentals. Dishwashers should work well 
with a minimal amount of water. 


Bathrooms should have attractive, 


easy-clean tile, quality fixtures, and — 
where feasible — glamor features such 
as double lavatories and glass-enclosed 
tubs. 


Light fixtures are high on the "penny 


pinching" list Stevens warns that cheap 
switches don't last, unattractive fixtures 
set a "low-tone" for the whole building, 
and insufficient wattage makes security- 
conscious tenants uncomfortable. 


Hardware is one of the most economic- 


al methods of "decorating." Yet, says 
Stevens, builders are "notorious for 
skimping here."-Attractive doorknobs, 
cabinet pulls, latches and hinges cost 
only a little more but add "quality touch- 
es" to even moderately-priced apart- 
ments.

Cook Increases 


County recorder Sidney R. Olsen re- 


ported that real estate activity In Cook 
County in 1972 eclipsed the hectic pace of 
1071. but showed ilgiu of slowing down in 
the final months of the year. 


Olstn said mortgage indebtedness post- 


ed a n o t h e r record, climbing to 
$4,251,178,873, and 11 per cent increase 
over the old record of $3,818,754,066 set' 
the previous year. 


In other categories showing housing 


t r e n d s , the number of mortgages 
reached the second highest level in coun- 
ty history while the number of transfers 
amounted to the third highest. 


Last year there were 99,755 mortgages, 


a rise of 4.6 per cent over the 95,328 in 
1971. Highest ever was 102,144 in 1955. 


Transfers totaled 82,327, up 5.7 per cent 


from the 77,889 a year earlier. Most 
transfers ever filed was 101,168 In 1955. 


Activity continued stronger through the 


spring and summer, but began edging 
downward in the fall, indicating a firm- 
ness in the housing market Busiest 
month was August with 8,750 transfers 
and 
10,407 mortgages. Least active 


month for transfers was February with 
4,681, and for mortgages, January, with' 
5,930. 


The year was also marked by the filing 


on Aug. 2 of the 22 millionth document, 
less than three years after the 21 mil- 
lionth document. 


Recording of military discharges at- 


tracted less attention during the year 
with only 776, compared with 904 in 1071.

November's total housing units, In the 


Chicago metropolitan area, were prac- 
tically a standoff with the same month In 
1071, according to the Bell Federal Sav- 
ings Survey of Building. 


All bousing, Including single family 


and apartment units, totaled 6,470 In No- 
vember, 1972, up only 21 permits from 
the 6,449 reported in the same month of 
last year. 


The reason for the slight Increase in 


total units was brought about by apart- 
ment permits which increased 16 per 
cent (3,766 to 4,303). 


However, the contrary was true in 


single family activity which declined 22 
per cent (2,683 to 2,077). 


Single family permits Issued during the 


first 11 months of 1072 totaled 23,131, a 
decrease of 5 per cent from the 24,271 
reported in the some period of 
1071. 


Year to date apartment volume at the 


end of November, 1072 stood at 30,843, a 
decline of 8 per cent from the 33,533 . 
recorded In the first 11 months of last 
year. 


Permits for all new housing for the 


first 11 months of 1072 totaled 53,074 
units, 7 per cent below the 57,804 permits 
reported during the comparable months 
of 
1071.

Better Water Management 
Prevents Water Shortages 


"Better water management" Is a term 


you'll be hearing a lot this year. It refers 
to tho need for water conservation nnd 
pollution control. Even If your area 
doesn't suffer from water shortages, 
there is much you can do to conserve 
water In your home, and save money in 
the process. 


These water-saving tips come from 


George Connelly of Chicago, a regional 
director of the National Association of 
Plumblng.Hcatlng-Cooling Contractors. 


—Have leaky faucets fixed or replaced. 


A i/16th-lnch leak wastes 3,000 gallons a 
month. At average rates, this costs about 
$30 a year. If tho leak Is from a hot wa- 
ter faucet, add about $20 for the cost of 
heating the water. 


—Have a circulating pipe loop installed 


between your water heater and Individ- 
ual fixtures. You'll get hot water at the 
fixture Immediately Instead of having to 
run It awhile. This can save another S25 
a year. 


—Equip your faucets with aerators. 


They introduce millions of air bubbles 
Into the water. You use less water be- 
cause it suds up faster. 


—Replace old-fashioned shower heads. 


New ones use less water and increase 
enjoyment of tho shower since you can 


regulate the spray. 


—Add a thcrmostatlc temperature con- 


trol to your shower. A family of four av- 
erages about 1200 shower baths a year. 
Manual control showers waste about 2.5 
gallons of water while it's being adjusted 
to the desired temperature. A thermo- 
statlc control can save you at least $10 a 
year in water and fuel. 


—Some authorities say that SO per cent 


of the water coming into the home is 
wasted. Work at saving water until it be- 
comes a habit. If you wash dishes by 
hand, stopper your sink or use a dlshpon. 
Rinse them at one time with a hose 
spray Instead of Individually. Don't leave 
tho water running while shaving. A run- 
ning faucet while shaving uses about 20 
gallons. 


—Keep water in your refrigerator for 


drinking or have some type of water 
cooler installed. You won't-have to run 
tho water to cool it.

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Segregation Back On Campus 
Black Dormitory Slams The Door On Whites

PHILADELPHIA-Tlme was, a few 


years ago, Dr. Kenneth Dork's philoso- 
phy was a tenet of faith, not to mention 
law, on American college campuses. 
Four hundred years after the slave ships, 
a generation removed from the George 
Wallace lock on the schoolroom door, the 
moral and legal necessity for integrated 
learning facilities was disputed only by 
neanderthals. 


Time flics. Today segregated facilities 


on university campuses in America arc' 
again, suddenly, a matter of turnabout 
routine. Blacks at Stanford University 
conduct "white-excluded" meetings in 
state-owned buildings. Blacks on the 
street grounds of City College of New 
York hold seminars on separatism. 
Blacks in some schools refuse oven to 
eat at tables serving nonblack Individ* 
uals. 


Here at the University of Pennsylvania 


the phenomenon Is Illustrated by the bot- 
tom two floors of a four-floor dormitory 
just off campus center. Half the dorm 
has been turned into a "VV.E.B. DuBols 
Center" open only to people "who have a 
deep and abiding interest in black cul- 
ture." All of tho 80-odd members arc 
black. "No whites," says one observer, 
"have yet had enough deep and abiding 
interest." 


THE DuBOlS dormitory, like scgrcga- 


ed facilities on other campuses, has been 
controversial from its inception. Last 
year a black student caucus complained 
to school administrators that many 
blacks "experience a deep sense of alien- 
ation because this is a white-oriented In- 
stitution." Tho point was well made. 
Only 500 of Pcnn's 7,500 undergraduates 
are block. Only two dozen of tho.faculty 
are black. Tho solution, os the student 
caucus saw it, was a black unity resi- 
dence center, remedial in nature. 


Objections were quick. .Dr. Henry 


Abraham, chairman of tho faculty sen- 
ate, and an expert on constitutional law, 
had misgivings on moral, educational 
and legal grounds. Tho local chapter of 
tho NAACP threatened to suo the school, 
and one well-heeled alumni class threat- 
ened to withhold donations If tho segre- 
gated dornfwns allowed. 


Nevertheless tho dorm was allowed. 


This fall blacks moved into tho "Lo . 
Rise" hail, and everyone else, Including 
people of several colors, moved out 
"There was one white guy living across 
the hall from mo for a few days," soys 
faculty dorm advisor Burncy Hollls. 
"But after awhile he just disappeared." 


AND 80 TOO has tho controversy dis- 


appeared. Now into tho second half of 
the school year, the DuBols dorm Is a 
matter of fact. And tho argument is 
passe. "If that's tho way they want it 
..." shrugs a white sophomore. 


Fidgety block faculty members, hope, 


somehow, the dorm segregation will yet 
"hasten tho ultimate goal of a fully in- 
tegrated society." And school spokesman 
Bob Corycll adds an official, nervous 
view that "W.E.B. DuBols is .an ex- 
periment which is working well." 


Indeed, tho dorm is progressing. No 


riots. No trouble. The place is locked like 
a Jail and receptionists screen entry, but 
that U a sign of tho times rather than the 
inhabitants. Adviser Hollls says students 
have started a black literary circle, 
black literary magazine, -gospel choir, 
drama group and lecture scries. The at- 
mosphere is good, soys one student, 
"with no whites tuned In." 


Despite tho quiet, however, the issue 


remains unresolved. Dorm officials soy 
there Is nothing to debate because "our 
regulations do not exclude white — the 
program is open to anyone who quali- 
fies." But critics like Clarence Farmer of 
tho city's Human Rights commission ar- 
gue: "You can't skirt tho issue of dis- 
crimination merely by saying tho center 
Is open to all." 


And a black faculty member adds the 


opinion of many b'y groaning: "Open to

A white graduatef student says, 


"W.E.B. DuBois was a Communist, and

Yet above the guttersbots, genuine ob- 


jection Is wide spread. Dr. Clark accuses 
the universities which allow segregation 
,.of permitting reverse "Jim Crow." The 
NAACP bylaws are "unalterably opposed 
to any violation of the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act" (which, among other things, prohi- 
bits segregation in state or federal in- 
stitutions).

And civil rights officers of the U.. S. 


Department, Health, Education and Wel- 
fare says they're looking.into the Penn 
case as well as "possible violations" 
elsewhere. • 


"Segregation is segregation," says 


Spencer Coxe, director of Philadelphia's 
branch of the American Civil yberties 
Union. Coxe says his group, long a de- 
fender of black causes, now will repre- 
sent "any white student who complains 
about the DuBois dorm." 


SO FAR, reportedly, only one while 


student has' complained to federal- au- 
thorities. And regardless of the an- 


nounced feelings against the dorm, it's 
doubtful the student's gripe will go much 
further.

Blacks-only campus facilities have be- 


come too emotionally rooted to easily 
dislodge. Most authorities prefer to ratio- 
nalize. Some universities now call black 
dorms "selected living facilities." It's 
the look-the-other-way approach. Or, 
says a member of the local NAACP, pre- 
cisely the same tactic officials adopted, 
during several hundred years of whites- 
only living in this land.

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PEAR AND SAUSAGE BEAN BAKE 


For a quick family dinner that's kind to the budget as well, Sausage and Pear Bean 


Bake is a flavorful choice. For this hearty meal-in-one main dish, canned pears and 
partially cooked link sausages arc arranged over seasoned canned pork and beans, 
then baked with a topping of brown sugar and spice. 


7 (16 ot.) can pear halves 
2 (16 oz.) cam baked beans 
3 tablespoons brown sugar 
1 teaspoon minced onion 
1 tablespoon caisup 


7 teaspoon prepared mustard 
7 teaspoon grated orange peel 
1 pound link sausages, lightly browned 
V: teaspoon ground ginger 


Drain pear halves, reserving Vt cup pear syrup. Combine baked beans, 2 tablespoons 
brown sugar, onion, caisup, mustard, orange peel ana reserved pear syrup. Hlace in 
1Vj quart casserole. Alternate pear halves and cooked sausages, spoke-fashion, over 
beans. Combine remaining 1 tablespoon brown sugar and ginger. Sprinkle over 
pears. Bake at 350 degrees 25 to 30 minutes. Serves 4. 


ORANGE GLAZED CORNED BEEF AND PEARS 


Corned beef is fashioned with a Sunday best look when it's garnished with pear 


halves and basted with a sunny fruited glaze. About 30 minutes before serving, the 
drained pear halves arc placed in a baking pan with previously cooked corned beef 
and basted with a piquant blend of pear syrup, orange marmalade, brown sugar, 
lemon and mustard. Frequent basting gives the meat and fruit a rich sparkling glaze. 


2 tablespoons brown sugar 
7 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 teaspoons prepared mustard 


4 pounds corned beef 
2 teaspoons pickling spice 
1 (29 oz.) can Bartlctt pear halves 
'A cup orange marmalade 


Add hot water to corned beef until meat is covered. Add pickling spice. Cover and 
simmer 4 hours, or until meat is tender. Remove corned beef from liquid and drain. 
Place In baking pan and score fat. Drain pears, reserving V» cup syrup. Place pears 
around corned beef. Combine reserved pear syrup and remaining Ingredients. Brush 
mixture over corned beef and pears. Bake at 350 degrees 30 minutes, brushing 
occasionally with glaze. Makes 6 to 8 servings. 


FRUITED BEEF STEW 


It's hard to beat the marvelous flavor of an old-fashioned beef stew. For this 


delightful fruited version, beef cubes, onions and colorful sweet potatoes are cooked 
in a blend of pear syrup, wine and a medley of spices. Chunks of pears and plump 
raisins arc added at the end of the cooking just to heat through.

A bird In the hand may be worth two 


in the bush, but a few tucked away in the 
freezer are better yett At least (or Jeri 
Monroe of Arlington Heighta, it U assur- 


ance that she can serve a festive phe*- 
sant dinner anytime she chooses. 


Jeri's husband, Jim, who is. director of 


buildings and grounds for School District 
35, has been, an avid hunter ulnce boy- 


hood and can be counted on to bag an 
ample supply of these birds each season. 
.Jim dresses, skins and quarters the 
pheasants • before, storing them In the 
freezer, where Ihey are available for Jeri 


to use when needed. 


"The basic problem is preparing phea- 


sant Is to counteract the gamey taste and 
keep the meat from drying out," Jeri 
said. 
' 


A marinade that she makes of sherry, 


cognac, a few herbs, carrots and onion 
removes any trace of wild flavor and 
nelps.tenderize the meat. Jeri marinates 
the pheasants in this mixture at least 
eight hours or overnight. 


Baking the birds' completely covered 


with salt pork or bacon helps keep them 


• moist, and mandarin oranges placed 


around die pheasant also sweetens the 
-meat. .:,.•

Jeri serves the elegant pheasant on a 


bed of wild rice garnished with mandarin 
oranges and mushrooms. As accom- 
paniments she suggests a tossed green 
salad and either baked acorn squash or 
panned carrots with dill. *A 
. As the name suggests, the carrots are 
cooked In a pan with a sprinkling of dill. 
Onion and parsley lend additional zest to 
this appealing vegetable dish that com- 


• plements the flavor of the pheasant. 


'Another-favorite of this good cook is a 
pepper steak made by a recipe handed 
down to Jeri by her, mother. Jeri calls it 
"an old stand-by," ash she has been 
using it successfully for several years. 


IT,this recipe, thin strips of round 


steak are simmered in a savory sauce 
seasoned with'catsup, soy sauce, onions 
and green peppers. The mixture Is 


spooned over egg noodles or rice. 


In addition to its good flavor, this rec- 


ipe has many pluses in its favor: men 
like it; it is ideal for a large group; it 
can be made a day ahead and re-heated, • 
and it also freezes well. 


Jeri likes to serve homemade bread or 


rolls with this dinner, and either a gela- 
tin mold or fruit salad. She suggests 
pears topped with grated cheese and a 
dab of mint jelly. 


Although two little daughters, Holly, 3, 


and Amy, Hi.'dete'r Jeri from accom- 
panying Jim on his hunting expeditions, 
she occasionally joins him for some trap 


' shooting, and they enjoy hunting for in- 


animate objects such as antiques. The- 
couple also likes to ski, and Jeri is a 
volunteer worker at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital.

. Male chefs who dabble hi the fine art 
of bread linking cither are doomed to 
failure or destined for unbelievable suc- 
cess. In cither case they are certain to 
receive ample advice from the women, 
who somehow regard this area as pecu- 
liarly their own. 


Prom experience, I would observe that 


tho male chef who decides he wants to 
bake breads usually becomes expert at 
it. But, not without some failures along 
tho lino, so don't bo discouraged If some- 
thing doesn't turn out just right for tho 
neophyte baker. 


It's nice to prepare unusual breads 


which can be part of a full dinner or 
ready to servo with coffee or tea when 
guests arrive. Hero are two: 


Tho first Is lemon bread made from an 


old recipe picked up in Connecticut. 
Cream 1 cup sugar in Vi cup shortening. 
Add 2 eggs and beat well. Blend in the 
grated rind of 1 lemon. 


Measure 1H cups of flour, sift, and add 


all at once to tho mixture. Add W cup of 
milk, 1 teaspoon baking powder, and Vi 
teaspoon salt.

SECOND IS AN orange bread which 


was submitted by a reader. In a pan put

Beat 2 eggs well and add 1 cup sugar,

buttered bread.pan and bake 1 hour at 
350 degrees.

which begins with a sponge base. The 
ingredients .along with the method result 
in a bread that has a heavy texture.

. WHITE BREAD 


1 ounce household yeast 
, 


14 cup lukewarm water. 


(105-115 degrees) 


5 to 6 cups flour, unsifted 
2 teaspoons salt 
2 cups lukewarm water 


2/3 cup molted oleo (melt 


. before measuring) 
Dissolve yeast in Vi cup lukewarm wa- 


ter. Let set about 15 minutes. Then mix 
in.one cup flour, cover and let rise in a 
warm place for one hour. 


Line a bowl with two cups flour. Add 


risen yeast batter, salt, two cups luke- 


warm water and oleo, mix. Add two 
more cups flour and mix well. Although 
the bread does not have to be kneaded on 
a floured surface, enough additional flour 
should be added and mixed into the 
dough'so it is stiff enough that loaves can 
bo formed. • 


Divide dough in half and put into two 


: greased bread pans. Cover with a tea 
towel, put in a warm place and let rise 
until double, about one hour. Bnke in a 
preheated 350-degree oven for one hour. 
Makes 2 loaves.

Note: Using all water in the recipe re- 


sults hi a harder crust than when milk is 
used. It will also be light golden brown 
since there Is no sugar in the recipe. 


The. following. adjustments should. be - 


made in the coffee"cake~recipe which ap- 
peared in the same article. . 


Use 8V6 cups flour instead of 4%. The 


bread dough should' also be kneaded 
about 10 minutes before It is left to rise 
the first time.

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President Nixon's purge o< the federal 


bureaucracy since his re-election appears 
to be penetrating from the policy-making 
level down into the working levels, which 
could have more Immediate effect on the. 
average citizen. • 


Among the resignations accepted by 


the President was not only that of the 
consumer champion commissioner of the 
Federal Trade Commission, Mild Kirk- 
Patrick, but also that of the director of 
the FTC's Consumer Protection Bureau, 
Robert Pitofsky. 


Pltofsky's last act In office was to an- 


nounce the FTC's plans to check up on 
supermarkets advertising "the lowest 
prices In town." Noting that such claims 
nave become common among many gro- 
cery chains, Pitofsky said the FTC sus- 
pects "they can't all be right" 


Under the leadership of Klrkpatrick 


and Pitofsky, the FTC has In the last 
year forged an unprecedented role In 
consumer protection. 


BESIDES BLOWING the whistle on 


grocery stores, the FTC recently called 
f o r advertising substantiation 
from 


makers of cold and cough remedies, pro- 
posed a rule holding credit card com- 
panies responsible for the quality of 
goods bought on credit, urged "counter- 
advertising" by public Interest groups of- 
fering opinions opposed to commercial 
ads, and reformed children's advertising. 
The agency also has plans to require 
gasoline companies to list octane ratings 
on gas station pumps. 


Another ongoing FTC Investigation In- 


volves the breakfast cereal Industry, In 
which six producers account for 97 per 
cent of the $650 million annual sales, 
three of those producers controlling 82 
per cent. Of Interest, too, Is the fact that 
a whopping 13 per cent of sales is poured 
into advertising, compared with 5 per 
cent In the rest of the food Industry. FTC 
experts suspect that If competitive prac- 
tices wcro restored, consumers could 


save nearly $150 million annually 
through lower cereal prices. 


BUT Tins CASE has been lingering 


since its initiation in the late 1960s by a 
conscientious FTC attorney, who sub- 
sequently was removed from the case. 


And such, it seems, is the reward for 


anyone who dares to speak out for the 
consumer hi this administration. 


With Klrkpatrick and Pitofsky out, one 


wodders how long some of the people 
over In the Food and Drug Admlnis-' 
tratlon will last. That agency also has 
.been flexing its muscles, Imposing re- 
strictions on the production and dis- 
tribution of amphetamines and other 
drugs, and announcing new regulations 
for the most comprehensive labeling of 
food products yet proposed. 


The dynamic head of the FDA's parent 


agency, Elliot Richardson — Secretary 
of Health, Education and Welfare — has 
already been shuffled over to Defense 
where his humanitarian impulses, no 
doubt, will be harmlessly defused. Per- 
haps Charles Edwards, commissioner of 
the FDA, will go In the next round of 
head rolling. We hope not.

Another long-neglected task the FDA 


has recently tackled is the setting of 
standards for infant furniture (see The 
Herald's Suburban Living section, Nov. 
2). But Illinois' Sen. Charles Percy has 
added a note of urgency to the issue. 


In a letter to Commissioner Edwards, 


dated Jan. 12, Percy urged that Interim 
standards for crib design be set Imme- 
diately, rather than awaiting the time- 
consuming regulation procedures. Percy 
reminded Edwards that in 1971, there 
were 23 reported Infant deaths from 
strangulation due to crib design. 


Ho added that according to the FTC's 


own surveys, some IS per cent of the 
cribs inspected failed to meet even the 
voluntary industry standard of 3VMnch 
spacing between slats. 


Door Dorothy: Started to sprinkle salt

Also, with some types of pavement, salt 
can break It up under tho long pull. The 
best thing to use on Icy sidewalks and ' 
driveways is one of tho urea-form fertili- 
zers, which not only melts tho Ice out. 
helps grass and flowers when It Is swept 
or washed over.

There will bo peace at last in Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan onco 
called homo. The war is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whoso 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, whb now 
lives In DCS Plalncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on tho South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come in again," 


she said. That Is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc-

"I just hope it's true... I'm sure that 


it is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
Is properly done. The missing inactions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the'prisoners start to come 
home. We hove to constantly press for 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public."

Grade School 
Enrollment Drop 
Of 25% Expected 


by KATIIERINE BOYCE 


Tho birth dearth has hit DCS Plaines in 


a big way. In a report released this 
week, officials hero predict the .number 
of elementary school children will drop 
by 23 per cent In tho next five years, 
leaving classrooms vacant and forcing 
changes In school boundrles. 


The culprit Is a nationwide plunge In 


the number of births that has not been 
compensated for by tho addition of now 
families to the population here. 


Tho report, prepared by DCS Plalncs 


Elementary School Dlst. 62, says total 
enrollment for kindergarten through 
eighth grades will drop by 25 per cent 
from the present 6,661 students to 5,206 
by tho 1077-78 school year. 


The number of kindergarteners will dip 


by 52 per cent, from tho 735 now Id 
school to 356 by 1077-78, according to the 
report, which 1s a census of all pro- 
school children living in Dlst. 62. 


TOTAL ENROLLMENT in the district, 


which Includes roughly that part of DCS 


Plalncs cast of Mount Prospect Road 
and south of Central Road,, has been go- 
Ing down in recent years at the rate of 
about 200 children a year."

In tho next five years, that will accel-' 


orate to a net drop of 300 children- a 
year, according to Robert Retake, assist- 
ant superintendent and board of educa- 
tion secretary.

cr groups last October, will be used by 
district ottlciili to plan the annual school 
budget, make classroom assignments, 
and hire teachers. 


AS THE enrollment declines, fewer 


classrooms and fewer teachers will be 
needed, said Reinkc. School officials may 
consider reassigning the elementary 
school boundary lines within the district 
and discontinue one of the 10 elementary 
ichools, said Retake. The empty building 
could bo used as a special education cen- 
ter or for pro-school program. 


If all schools arc kept in operation, 


the number of children in each class can 
be reduced or specialized rooms, such as 
a science laboratory, can be created 
from an empty classroom, said Reinkc. 
As more space becomes available, class- 
rooms can bo enlarged making more 
teaching techniques, such as individ- 
ualized Instruction and open classrooms, 
noulblc. 


Kindergarten classes will decrease 


from 733 children this year to 554 chil- 
dren next year, and total district cnrolU 
ment will decrease from 6,961 to 0,671. 


The number of teachers needed for 


next year will be determined early this 
spring. It is possible, said Reinkc, that 
oti fewer teachers will be needed next 
year. Decreases In the faculty will occur 
naturally as teachers retire, he said. Av-

AN ADDITION being constructed at 


Algonquin Junior High School will be 
completed next fall. Classes have been 
overcrowded at Algonquin for several 
years, and the addition, which will add 
three new classrooms to the building, 
will permit normal class sizes at the 
school.

Statistics compiled over the past five 


years at Dist. 62 show that the number of 
children who leave kindergarten in pub- 
lic school to attend first grade in a paro- 
chial school is also decreasing. Most pri- 
vate schools in the area do not have kin- 
dergarten classes, according to the re- 
port, so these children usually attend 
public kindergarten classes. In 1967, 
some 18 per cent of the kindergarten 
children in Dist. 62 did not attend first 
grade hi the district the following year. 
In 1972 only 9 per cent did not attend 
first grade at Dist. 62, a figure that Is 
expected to remain steady according to 
the report. 


RE1NKE SAID the census Is a "very 


conservative" estimate of future enroll- 
m e n t s . Members of parent-teacher 
groups contacted residents 
in their 


school enrollment areas and asked them 
to fill out a card for each pre-school child 
in the household. 


The final tabulation, made in Novem- 


ber, was not weighted to account for chil- 
dren who may have been missed by cen- 
sus takers, and children who were born 
during the two months of 1972 after the 
census was taken. 


The report will be highly accurate in 


projecting next year's enrollment, said 
Reinkc, but accuracy will deteriorate as 
years go by and families move in and out 
of the district. He said the census will be 
used to plan school operations for the 
next three years, and another census will 
probably be taken in five years.

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation 


by DOUG RAY 


There wilt bo peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan once 
called home. The war Is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives in DCS Plalncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . ..Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet'Hanoi tries to come In again," 


she said. That Is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she sold. 


Her comments ore not unusual. They 


are hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but in- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to 
the war. "He said in 1968, he would at- 
tempt to bring a just and honorable 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- 


filled his promise." 


Those Interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained at the declaration of 
peace. 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K - let's quit It all seems a little 
fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a' 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. 
' 


"Thank God it's over with," said Patsy , 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run then* own government." 


Another local resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der said she's "simply excited. But 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it Once I see the prisoners come 


home Is when I'll feel really certain 
about it" 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true ... I'm sure that 


it is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action In Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 
home. We have to constantly press for 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post 981, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late. 


"It's about time. I would like to hava 


seen the announcement three or four 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though." 


Al Bolding, another Vietnam veteran Is 


relieved with the.peace announcement 
But his questions also are apparent "I'm 
happy but I think it's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

Members of the Dlst. 21 Board of Edu- 


cation and Wheeling Faculty Council 
(WFO will negotiate a new contract be- 
hind closed doom this year. This move is 
being made after talks were open to the 
public last year. 


The decision to meet In closed sessions 


was made earlier this week when mem- 
bers of the bargaining teams met for the 
first time. The two teams met for more 
than an hour to set down 11 ground rules 
for future bargaining sessions. 


The decision to go behind closed doors 


was one of those ground rules. The other 
10 pertain to technical matters concerned 
with the talks. 


The decision to hold private talks was 


the proposal of the faculty council, ac- 
cording to John Bargcr spokesman for 
the board team. Ho said ho had no other 
statements concerning the proposals at 
this time. 


In return for the closed talks, the 


board team supposedly talked the WFC 
team Into making joint press releases

In the event that the 'talks become 


stalemated and a mutual release cannot 
bo agreed upon, each party may make, 
its own statements. At that point either 
team will have the right to release as 
little or as much information as it wish- 
es. 


Last year Dlst. 21 was the first district 


in Cook County, and perhaps the state, to 
hold open contract negotiations. The 
talks lasted seven months and rarely had 
a large audience. 


Margo Rlchtcr, chairman of the WFC, 


said yesterday that her group decided to 
seek the closed meetings • because, 
"While they were open, both teams 
seemed to play to the audience. This 
wasted a lot of time and this year we 
don't want to waste time In getting a set- 
tlement" 


Miss Rlchtcr also said no member of 


the Illinois Education Association (IEA) 
will be present during the talks. 


"They may caucus with us but for the 


most part the WFC will handle the nego- 
tiating." 


Supt. Ken Gill said yesterday, "It's too 


bad the talks will be closed this year. I 
felt they were a real eye opener for the 
residents of Dlst. 21. In a way it's re- 
grettable to close them. I like them 
open." 


Neither spokesman gave any in- 


dications of what would be sought in the 
new talks.

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation

There will bo peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan onco 
called homo. The war is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to' 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives In DCS Plalncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come In again," 


she said. Th&t is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters Uve outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she said.

Her comments are not unusual. They 


are hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the • Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but In- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. ' 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to 
the war. "He said in 1968, he would at- '

"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K — let's quit.

Are we really trying to achieve a 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. .

"Thank God It's over with," said Patsy 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such

der said she's "simply excited. But 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it."

A cash contribution of up to $60 per 


unit in the controversial Dunbar 1,716- 
unit condominium project in Schaumburg 
may be forthcoming for School Dlst 54, 
even if a hospital is built in the village. 


Late in Tuesday night's village board 


meeting, Trustee Herbert Algner com- 
pared the total value of contributions 
Dunbar Homes, Inc., is making for com- 
munity services with those given by Mill- 
er Builders, Inc., developers of Nan- 
tucket Cove. 


Aigner said the grand total of Miller's 


contributions amounted to $330 per unit 
in the project The same total for Dunbar 
is only $270 per unit, he said. 


"I do personally feel Dunbar is a little 


shy in their donations,," said Aigner. 
While he voted in favor of initial approv- 
al of the Dunbar project, he said his vote 
when the measure comes up for final ac- 
tion "will hinge on the results" of meet- 
ings to be held between Dunbar and the 
school district. 


Trustee Raymond Kessell included Aig- 


ner's stipulation that meetings he held in 
his motion for the preliminary approval. 
Trustee Peter Justen voted against the 
initial approval, saying later he did so 
because he felt a vote was "premature" 
at this time. "My feelings were I don't 
see how any decisions could be made un- 
til after the meetings are completed," 
Justen said. 


The remarks put three of the six 


trustees on record as favoring some kind 


of school donation. 


THERE ALSO is the limited possibility 


of an additional $100 per u'nlt dona- 
tion going to the school district. That 
amount is to be put into a "limbo" ac- 
count, according to a suggestion made by 
Mayor Robert 0. Atcher Tuesday. Should 
the village receive an operating permit 
for the proposed Schaumburg Road 
branch of Rush Presbyterian-St, Luke's 
Hospital, which would allow construction, 
the funds would be diverted for hospital 
construction. 


- Should the permit be denied by the 


state, Atcher suggested, the $100 per unit 
could instead be turned over to the 
school district However, the Illinois Hos- 
pital Licensing Board earlier this month 
raised no major objections to the Rush 
Presbyterian permit application. It de- 
ferred action on the petition until April to 
review findings in a health needs study 
partially financed by the state. 


The two possible donation fund sources 


were suggested by Atcher and Aigner af- 
ter lengthy discussion of school needs 


and village responsibility by the toning 
board of appeals and the village board. 


Both these areas are to be discussed at 


a Feb. 3 meeting between Atcher and 
other village officials'and Miss Dlanne 
Marks, school board president, and other 
school board members. Atcher has sug- 
gested the school district's guidelines for 
builder donations should be revised. 


"The guidelines are dead," said Miss 


Marks. "We will go back to negotiating 
with each developer, if we have to," she 
said, adding the school district is "open 
to suggestions" from the village.

School Negotiating Teams 
Begin Contract Sparring 


by WANDALYN IHCE 


Negotiators for the High School Dlst. 


214 Board and teachers sat down to the 
bargaining table last night to begin talks 
on the 1973-74 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides met behind closed doors. 


Negotiations on the contract for the cur- 
rent year ended less than three months 
ago in November after 10 months of bar- 
gaining. 


The two sides return to the table with a 


newly formulated procedure for resolv- 
ing Impasses which Is expected to speed 
the negotiations process this year. Last 
year negotiations were suspended from 
May until October while a professional 
fact-finder studied the issues dividing the 
two sides. 


The new Impasso procedure provides 


that the two sides will have 00 days In 
which to resolve the contract between 
them. After that time a fact-finder can 
be called in to review the dispute and 
recommend a settlement. 


The new procedure eliminates an inter- 


mediate step which provided for an out- 
side mediator between the time an Im- 
passo Is declared and the time a fact- 
finder Is culled In. 


MKMUKIUS OK TUB school board 


have said the main Issue in this year's 
negotiations will bo the elimination of the 
salary Index which tics all salaries 
directly to the base paid for beginning 
teachers. Board members have said they 
believe the index, which gives teachers' 
at the top of the scalo twice the raise 
given to the base, Is too expensive for the 
district's budget. 


A special board committee formed to 


study alternatives to the Index met Tues- 
day night along with members of the dis- 
trict's administrative and teacher bar- 
gainers. Tho group pondered five pos- 
sible alternatives to the present salary 
system, Including a proposal for merit 
pay and one which would give the bar- 
gaining on the Index greater flcxlbllty. 


The merit pay proposal, drawn up by 


Forest View High School Assistant Prin- 
cipal Jack Martin, would provide for 
maximum and minimum salaries for , 
teachers with different levels of experi- 
ence and for evaluations to determine 
whether the teacher would get the max- 
imum salary. 


Martin* said the Important thing about 


the evaluation is that "you'd have to out- 
lino very carefully the attributes and 
contributions you would expect for a per- 
son to qualify for a merit increase." 


IN ADDITION, ho said, evaluations' 


should bo done before the budget is made . 
up, so the budget would be determined v 
by the number of people qualifying for 
merit pay rather than vice verso. That 
way, 
ho said, "you'll fit the budget to the 


people and not the people to the budget" 
. 'Board members and* teacher represen- . 
Utlves all agreed with Martin that the' 
biggest problem with any merit system 
would be ensuring that the evaluation 
system was fair and uniform. Board 
Pros. Ray Erickson noted, "I suppose 
the teacher teaching an advanced class 
might have a better chance of looking 
good than someone teaching more back- 
ward kids, but that wouldn't necessarily 
determine who was the excellent teach- 
er. The problem comes back to how to 
determine the excellent teacher." 


Teachers association President Vinco 


Carioti added, "You might have one 
teacher who Is very flashy In his teach- 
ing methods and then have another low- 
key quiet one who is accomplishing more 
than the one who's flashy. You have to 
be fair to both." 


A second alternative proposed by Mar- 


tin, which could also have a merit sys- 
tem built in, wouldsdlvlde the present 
salary schedule Into four separate sched- 
ules. To move from one schedule to the 
other at the end of the fourth, eighth and 
twelfth years of teaching, a teacher 
would hove to be evaluated.

There will bo peace at last in Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgnn once 
called home. The war Is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives in Dos Plalnes. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"1 bet Hanoi tries to come in again," 


she said. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc-

Her comments are not unusual. They 


are hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone.

dicated only events of the future will tell..: 


"If the conflict were to continue, I

Farm Bureau Building Set 


Groundbreaking for the headquarters 


of tho Cook County Farm Bureau to be 
located on the northwest corner of Euclid 
Avcnuo and Hicks Road In Rolling Mead- 
ows Is expected to take place in tho 
spring. 


Gordon Fox, bureau office manager, 


said yesterday lack of space at the bu- 
reau's present headquarters, 201 N. Dun- 
ton In Arlington Heights, prompted the 
move. Fox said construction may bo 
completed next year. 


Tho one-acre site at Euclid and Hicks 


was chosen because the bureau wanted 
to remain In tho Northwest suburban 
area, Fox said. "We have an office in 
Tlnlcy Park serving tho southern end of 
tho county and we wanted to keep this 
office in the northern port of the coun- 
ty," Fox said. 


The bureau will be sharing the facility 


with several farm insurance companies, 
Fox said. Limited space will also be 
rented to the University of Illinois Exten- 
sion Adviser farm organization, he said. 


The Farm Bureau is an Independent, 


volunteer organization, Fox said, that 
"looks after the farmers" In such ways 
as lobbying for beneficial farm leglsla- 
ton. 


"We're sort of to farming what a 


chamber of commerce Is to industry," he 
said. 


Although farms are 
rapidly dis- 


appearing from this area of Illinois, Fox 
said, a number of the bureau's members 
are residents of Cook County who own 
farms downstntc. The bureau also has as 
members nurseries and roadside vege- 
table stand owners, Fox said. 


Flu Absenteeism Decreasing Here 


Absenteeism is on the decline this 


week in Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 
15 as tho threat of a flu epidemic has 
apparently passed. 


On Monday the absentee rate was 8 


per cent with 1,058 students of the total 
enrollmcnct of 12,224 out. By Tuesday tho 
absentee rate for tho district had 
dropped to 7.7 per cent.

Meadows which only had 3 per cent of 
the student body out on Monday and 
Tuesday. 


"Tho teachers appear to be healthier 


than, the students," said Klszka, who re- 
ported no significant Increase in teacher 
absenteeism.

Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, .Not Jubilation 


by DOUG IUY 


There will be peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan once 
called homo. The war Is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives in DCS Plalncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . •. Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come In again," 


she said. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she said. 


Her comments are not, unusual. They 


are hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but hi- , 
dlcated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I . 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year In the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President' Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to > 
the war. "He said in 1968, he would at- _ 
tempt to bring a just and honorable" 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- J 


filled his promise." 


Those interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained, at the declaration of 
peace. 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K — let's quit It all seems a little 
fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. • 
• 


"Thank God it's over with," said Patsy 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run their own government." > 


Another local resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der said she's "simply excited. .But 
until It happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it. Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it." • 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true ... I'm sure that 


it is. We'p pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work Very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 
home. We have to constantly press for 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post 981, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late. 


"It's about time. I would like to have 


seen the announcement three or four 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam -veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though."' 


Al Bolding, another Vietnam veteran is 


relieved with the peace announcement. 
But his questions also are apparent "I'm 
happy but I think it's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a'just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

in Elk Grove Village. 


Hamond Soeyra, 404 S. Mitchell Ave., ' 


presented the board with petitions bear- 
ing the names of 65 residents who said 
they objected to the establishment of the 
center. 


Upwards of 45 residents attended the 


meeting to show their support for the fa- 
cility. 


The variation will run for the duration 


of Clearbrook's three-year lease with the 
Wayside parish. After that time the live- 
in program, which was presented as a 


<• pilot project, will be reevaluated. 


BEFORE THE center can be opened,, 


S 15,000 worth of repairs and renovation 
must be made to the convent buuildlng, 
which was originally built to house 27 
nuns. 


The convent is now used by only seven 


nuns and would have been vacated by 
the start of the next school year, Clear- 
brook's attorney, Eugene Schlickman, 
told the board. ,

Soeyra said residents he represented 


were concerned that the variation be lim- 


ited to the convent building and not be 
applied to all the buildings in the Way- 
side complex. 


He said he also thought'the variation 


would set an undesirable precedent that 
could be used by the Archdiocese of Chi- 
cago in seeking other land use con- 
versions. 


Persons speaking in support of the fa- ,. 


cility said they thought the use of the 
convent by mildly, retarded 
persons 


would create less of a problem than now 
exists from children at the school and In 
the nearby park. 


They also said that if the convent 


building were allowed to stand vacant it 
would become an attractive nuisance to 
children.

Rustlers Went Thataway, E3 
With Cows-Oops, Trees

Negotiators for the High School Dist. 


214 Board and teachers sat down to the 
bargaining table last night to begin talks 
on the 1973-74 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides met behind closed doors. 


Negotiations on the contract for the cur- 
rent year ended less than three months 
ago in November after 10 months of bar- 
gaining. 


The two sides return to the table with a 


newly formulated procedure for resolv- 
ing impasses which is expected to speed 
the negotiations process this year. Last 
year negotiations were suspended from 
May until October while a professional 
fact-finder studied the issues dividing the 
two sides 


The new impasse procedure provides 


that the two sides will have 60 days in 
which to resolve the contract between 
them. After that tune a fact-finder can 
be called In to review the dispute and 
recommend a settlement. ' 


The new procedure eliminates an inter- 


mediate step which provided for an out- 
side mediator between the time an im- 
passe Is declared and the time a fact- 
•finder is called in. 


MEMBERS OP THE school board 


'have said the main, issue in this year's 
negotiations will be the elimination of the 
salary index which ties all salaries 
directly to the base paid for beginning 
.teachers. Board members have said they 
believe the index, which gives .teachers 
at the top of the scale twice the raise 
given to the base, is too expensive for the 
, district's budget. 


A special board committee formed to 


study alternatives to the index met Tues- 
day night along with members of the dis- 
trict's administrative and teacher bar- 
gainers. The group pondered five pos- 
sible alternatives to the present salary 
system, including a proposal for merit 
pay and one which would give the bar- 
gaining on the index greater flexibltty. . • 


The merit pay proposal, drawn-up by 


Forest View High School Assistant Prin- 
cipal Jack Martin, would provide for. 
maximum and minimum salaries for 
teachers with different levels of experi- 
ence and for evaluations to determine 
whether the teacher would get the max- 
imum salary. 


Martin said the important thing about 


the evaluation is that "you'd have to out- 
line very carefully the attributes and 
contributions you would expect for a per- 
son to qualify for a merit increase." 


IN ADDITION, he said, evaluations . 


should be done before the budget is made 
up, so the budget would be determined 
by the number of people qualifying for 
merit pay rather than vice versa. That 
way, he said, "you'll fit the budget to the 
people and not the people to the budget" 


Board members and teacher represen- 


tatives all agreed with Martin that the 
biggest problem with any merit 'system 
would be ensuring that the evaluation 
system was fair and uniform. Board 
Pres. Ray Erickson noted, "I suppose 
the teacher teaching an advanced class 
might have a better chance of looking 
good than someone teaching more back- 
ward kids, but that wouldn't necessarily 
determine who was the excellent teach- 
er. The problem comes back to how to 
determine the excellent teacher." 


Teachers association President Vince 


Carioti added, "You might have one 
teacher who is very flashy in his teach- 
ing methods and then have another low- 
key quiet one who is accomplishing more 
than the one who's flashy. You have to 
be fair to both."

He estimated that "two to 10 men are in 
the group.

The trees that have been stolen are 60 


to 200 years old, according to Mattson. 
Seven trees have been stolen thus far 
this year. 


Mattson said the'thieves apparently 


drive Into the woods after midnight in a 
large truck that has a winch and boom 
mounted on it. They saw down the tree 
and then cut away the base log (portion, 
of the trunk from the ground to the point 


black walnut log could bring at least $10 
to $15 on the open market from a repu- 
table dealer. A log 35 inches In diameter 
by 12 feet could be worth as much as 
$1,000, depending on the quality. 


But, Whilhelm, who has been in the 


lumber business 35 years, said he had no 
idea what a tree thief would do with the 
log after he stole It. Unless the thieves 
were either stealing the trees "to order" 
for a dealer or had "underground" con- 
nections with the export free Industry, " 
there was no easy way to get rid of the 
logs. 


Whilhelm said black walnut wood is ex- 


pensive, "but'lt is not gold. How they 
(thieves) make very much money is a 
mystery to me."

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation 


by DOUG RAY 


There will bo peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgnn once 
called home. The war Is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed Into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives In DCS Plnlncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to como in again," 


she said. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


She had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she said. 


Her comments ore not unusual. They 


ore hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but in- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting In Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to 
the war. "He said In 1968, he would at- 
tempt to bring a just and honorable 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- 


filled his promise." 


Those Interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained at the declaration of 
peace. 
, 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and' 
say 0 K — let's quit It all seems a little 
fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. 


"Thank God it's over with," said Patsy 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been" set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run their own government." 


Another local resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der said she's "simply excited. But 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it." 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true ... I'm sure that 


It is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilklngton, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of ^Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action* in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 


. home. We have to constantly press for 


the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post 981, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late."It's about time. I would like to have 
seen the announcement 'three or four 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though." 


Al Bolding, another Vietnam veteran Is 


relieved with the peace announcement 
But his questions also are apparent "I'm 
happy but I think It's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation 


by DOUG RAY 


There will be pcaco at last in Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgan once 
called home. The war Is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives In DCS Plalncs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come in again," 


she said. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


Site had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she said. 


Her comments are not unusual. They 


arc hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but in- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to 
the war. "He said In 1968, he would at- 
tempt to bring a just and honorable 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- 


filled his promise." 


Those interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained at the declaration of 
peace. 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K — let's quit. It all seems a little 
fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. 


"Thank God it's over with," said Patsy 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run their own government." 


Another local resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der' said she's "simply excited. But 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it. Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it." 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true... I'm sure that 


it is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 
home. We have to constantly press for. 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post 981, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late. 


"It's about time. I would like to have 


seen the announcement three or four 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though." 


Al Bolding, another Vietnam veteran is 


relieved with the peace announcement. 
But his questions also, are apparent. "I'm 
happy but I think it's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

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Rustlers Went Thatatvay With Cows—Er9 Walnut Trees 


by FIIED GACA 


The black walnut tree rustlers are at it 


again. 


James Mattson, superintendent of the 


Northwest Cook County section of the 
Forest Preserve District, said black wal- 
nut trees are again being stolen from 
Ned Drown Forest Preserve in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. 


Matison said he suspects that one 


group Is responsible for taking the trees. 
Ho estimated that "two to 10 men are in 
the group. They have to be experts. They 
know the woods better than we do. 
They're in and out of the woods with a 
tree In half an hour to 45 minutes." 


The trees that have been stolen are 60 


to 200 years old, according to Mattson. 


Seven trees have been stolen thus far 
this year. 


Mattson said the thieves apparently 


drive into the woods after midnight in a 
large truck that has a winch and boom 
mounted on It. They saw down the tree 
and then cut away the base log (portion 
of the trunk from the ground to the point 
where the branches start). The log Is 
loaded on the truck and the thieves drive 
out of the woods. 


The thieves will also cut down any 


trees in the way of the black walnuts to 
get to them. 


HOW MUCH the thieves get for the 


logs depends on the size and quality of 
the trees. George Whllhclm, president of 
the R & S Bacon Veneer Co., said a 


black walnut log could bring at least $10 
to $15 on the open market from a repu- 
table dealer. A log 35 inches in diameter 
by 12 feet could be worth as much as 
$1,000, depending on the quality. 


But, Whilhelm, who has been in the 


lumber business 35 years, said he had no 
idea what a tree thief would do with the 
log after he stole it. Unless the thieves 
were either stealing the trees "to order" 
for a dealer or had "underground" con- 
nections with the export tree industry, 
there was no easy way to get rid of the 
logs. 


Whilhelm said black walnut wood is ex- 


pensive, "but it is not gold. How they 
(thieves) make very much money is a 
mystery to me." 


"The dumbest thing to do would be to 


take it (the tree) to a saw mill," said 
Whilhelm. He said the mill could take a 
cut from the log and turn It over to the 
sheriff. Growth rings on the cut would 
match rings on the stump left in the 
ground "like a fingerprint," according to 
Whilhelm. If the stump was left from a 
stolen tree "you've got the guy cold," he 
said. 


Mattson said black walnut trees were 


also stolen last winter. He said the trees 
are taken after the first good frost, usu- 
ally in December, stops the sap flawing 
in the trees. The trees can then be cut 
down until spring when the sap starts 
flowing again. 


Mattson said the forest preserve 


rangers are trying to stop the thieves, 
but "we only have nine rangers to watch 
12,000 acres of forest preserve," in the 
northwest county area. He said stealing 
in this area is limited to the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve because there are more 
black walnut trees there and they are 
accessible. 


According to Mattson, forest preserves 


in other parts of Cook County and neigh- 
boring counties are also having a prob- 
lem with thieves stealing black walnut 
trees. 


Mattson asked that anyone seeing or 


hearing a tree being cut down, especially 
late at night, call either the county sher- 
iff or the local police department. 


Corrections Department Calls Jail Here 6ModeP 


The police detention facilities in tho 


Hoffman 
Estates municipal building 


have been recommended as a model for 
any new municipal Jail in tho state by 
the Illinois Department of Corrections. 


Hoffman Estates Police Chief John 


O'Conncll said the recommendation was 
made by the state detention supervisor 
for northern Illinois after tho jail facil- 
ities were inspected recently. 
•Tho report, which was prepared by 
Leon Cornelius, rated the department's 
facilities as "outstanding, very modern 
and very clean." 


"It should be recommended that any 


municipality interested in building a new 


facility should use Hoffman Estates as a 
model," the report stated. 


THE DEPARTMENT'S lock-up Is part 


of the village's municipal building at 1200 
N. Gannon Dr., which was dedicated last 
summer. The facility consists of four 
cells for male prisoners, two cells for fe- 
malo prisoners, a large holding cell, sev- 
eral rooms for juvenile offenders, a sec- 
tion for visitors, and an area for process- 
ing.

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation 


by DOUG RAY 


There will be peace at last In Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Horgnn once 
called home. The war is over, but she 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed Into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this liny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives In DCS Plaincs. She met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come in again," 


she said. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


Site had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she sold. 


Her comments are not unusual. They 


arc hopeful, yet restrained. They arc 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but in- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to 
the war. "He said in 1968, he would at- 
tempt to bring a just and honorable 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- 


filled his promise." 


Those interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained at the declaration of 
peace. 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K — let's quit. It all seems a little 
fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a 
just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student. 


"Thank God it's over with," said Patsy 


Webster of Schaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run their own government." 


Another local resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der' said she's "simply excited. But 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it. Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it." 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true ... I'm sure that 


It is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation- 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing in action) 
Is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 
home. We have to constantly press for 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post 981, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late. 


"It's about time. I would like to have 


seen the announcement three or fQur 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though." 


Al Bolding, another Vietnam veteran is 


relieved with the peace announcement. 
But his questions also are apparent "I'm 
happy but I think it's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

The decision to meet In closed sessions 


was made earlier this week when mem- 
bers of the bargaining teams met for the 
first time. The two teams met for more 
than an hour to set down 11 ground rules 
for future bargaining sessions. 


The decision to go behind closed doors 


was one of those ground rules. The other 
10 pertain to technical matters concerned 
with the talks. 


The decision to bold private talks was 


tha proposal of the faculty council, ac- 
cording to John Bargcr spokesman for 
the board team. He said he had no other 
statements concerning the proposals at 
this time. 


In return for the closed talks, (he 


. board team supposedly talked the WFC 
team into making Joint press releases 
following each negotiating session. The 
releases will be written by the chairmen 
from each team. 


In the event that the talks become 


stalemated and a mutual release cannot 
be agreed upon, each party may make 
Its own statements. At that point either 
team will hove the right to release as 
little or as much Information as It wish- 
es. 


Last year Dlst. 21 was the first district 


In Cook County, and perhaps the state, to 
hold open contract negotiations. The 
talks lasted seven months and rarely had 
a large audience. 


Margo Rlchtor, chairman of the WFC, 


said yesterday that her group decided to 
seek the closed- meetings because, 
"While they were open, both teams 
seemed to play to the audience. This 
wasted a lot of time and this year we 
don't want to waste time In getting a set- 
tlement." 


Miss Rlchtcr also said no member of 


the Illinois Education Association (IEA) 
will be present during the talks. 


"They may caucus with us but for the 


most part the WFC will handle the nego- 
tiating." 


Supt. Ken Gill said yesterday, "It's too 


bad the talks will be closed this year. I 
felt they were a real eye opener for the 
residents of Dlst. 21. In a way it's re- 
grettable to close them. I like them 
open." 


Neither spokesman gave any in- 


dications of what would bo Bought In the 
new talk*. In their first Joint press re- 
lease the only positive information for 
the future was the fact that the next 
meeting will bo Monday, Feb. 5, at 4 
p.m.

Negotiators for the High' School Dlst. 


214 Board and teachers sat down to the 
bargaining table last night to begin talks 
on the 1973-74 teachers' salary contract. 


The two sides met behind closed doors. 


Negotiations on the contract for the cur- 
rent year ended less than three months 
ago in November after 10 months of bar- 
gaining. 


The two sides return to the table with a 


newly formulated procedure for resolv- 
ing impasses which is expected to speed 
the negotiations process this year. Last 
year negotiations were suspended from 


i May until October while a professional 


fact-finder studied the issues dividing the 
two sides. 


The new impasse procedure provides 


that the two sides will have 60 days in 
which to resolve the contract between 
them. After that time a fact-finder can 
be called in to review the dispute and 
recommend a settlement. 
, 


The new procedure eliminates on inter- 


mediate step which provided for an out- 
side mediator between the time an im- 
passe is declared and the time a fact- 
finder is called in. 


MEMBERS OF THE school board 


have said the main issue in this year's 
. negotiations will be the elimination of the 
salary index which ties all salaries 
directly to the base paid for beginning 
teachers. Board members have said they 
believe the index, which gives teachers 
at the top of the scale twice the raise 


given to the base, is too expensive for the 
district's budget 


A special board committee formed to 


study alternatives to the index met Tues- 
day night along with members of the dis- 
trict's administrative and teacher bar- 
gainers. The group pondered five pos- 
sible alternatives to the present salary 
system, including a proposal for merit 
pay and one which would give the bar- 
gaining on the index greater flexiblity. 


The merit pay proposal, drawn up by 


Forest View High School Assistant Prin- 
cipal Jack Martin, would provide for 
maximum and minimum snlaries for 
teachers with different levels of experi- 
ence and for evaluations to determine 
whether the teacher would get the max- 
imum salary. 


Martin said the important thing about 


the evaluation is that "you'd have to out- 
line very carefully the attributes and 
contributions you would expect for a per- 
son to qualify for a merit increase.*" 


IN ADDITION, he said, evaluations 


should be done before the budget is made 
up, so the budget would be determined 
by the number of people qualifying for 
merit pay rather than vice versa. That 
way, he said, "you'll fit the budget to the 
people and not the people to the budget." 


Board members and teacher represen- 


tatives all agreed with Martin that the 
biggest problem with any merit system, 
.would be ensuring that the evaluation 
system was fair and uniform. Board 
Prcs. Ray Erickson noted, "I suppose 
the teacher teaching an advanced class 


might have a better chance of looking 
good than someone teaching more back- 
ward kids, but that wouldn't necessarily 
determine who was the excellent teach- 
er. The problem comes back to how to 
determine the excellent teacher." 


Teachers association President Vince 


Carioti added, "You might have'one 
teacher who is very flashy in his teach- 
big methods and then have another low- 
key quiet one who is accomplishing more 
than the one who's flashy. You have to 
be fair to both." 


A second alternative proposed by Mar- 


tin, which could also have a merit sys- 
tem built In, wouldsdivide the present 
salary schedule into four separate sched- 


ules. To move from one schedule to the 
other at the end of the fourth, eighth and 
twelfth years of teaching, a teacher 
would have to be evaluated. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber 


said the proposal, which he labeled a 
"split variable index," was "very inter- 
esting" and said it might provide the 
board with the flexibility it wants while 
ensuring that the teachers will have se- 
curity. 


The committee agreed to meet again 


Thursday, Feb. 1, to draw up a written 
report. Once completed, the report will 
be submitted to the board's negotiating 
team for guidance in this year's contract 
talks.

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Vietnam Peace Brings Approval, Not Jubilation 


by DOUG RAY 


There will bo peace at last in Vietnam, 


that faraway country Mai Morgan once 
called homo. The war Is over, but sho 
can never forget, like many others whose 
lives are forever touched by the conflict 
which mushroomed into war. 


The war brought disaster and love to 


this tiny Vietnamese woman, who now 
lives in DCS Plalnes. Sho met her Ameri- 
can husband, Patrick, while he was sta- 
tioned with the Air Force there. And her 
father died on the South Vietnamese bat- 
tlefield. . . Now her country will stop 
fighting, but what then? 


"I bet Hanoi tries to come in again," 


sho sold. That is a disastrous thought for 
this woman. Her mother and brothers 
and sisters live outside Saigon. 


Sho had hoped for a settlement forc- 


ing the North Vietnamese to stay out of 
South Vietnam. 


"I just don't know what will happen," 


she sold. 


Her comments are not unusual. They 


are hopeful, yet restrained. They are 
echoed by almost everyone. 


ALLEN LYNCH, a Hoffman Estates 


resident and recipient of the Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor, hopes the agree- 
ment will bring a lasting peace, but in- 
dicated only events of the future will tell. 


"If the conflict were to continue, I 


would only hope this country could con- 
tinue to be of some assistance," he said. 


Lynch, who spent a year in the Army 


fighting in Vietnam, said President Nix- 
on fulfilled his promise to bring an end to . 
the war. "He said In 1968, he would at- 
tempt to bring a just and honorable 
peace to Vietnam and I think he has ful- 


filled his promise." 


Those interviewed on the street seemed 


more restrained at the declaration of 
peace. 


"It seems funny to me that after 12 


years, everybody can just sit down and 
say 0 K — let's quit It all seems a little 


- fishy. Are we really trying to achieve a 


just peace or just get out of there and let 
them fight the war," said Bob Fisher, a 
Harper College student 


"Thank God It's over with," said Patsy 


Webster ofSchaumburg: "I'm happy for 
the families of returning prisoners and 
that the agreement's been set up in such 
a way that the South Vietnamese have a 
chance to run their own government." 


Another local, resident, Sheila Schnei- 


der said she's "simply excited. But,. 
until it happens I won't thoroughly be- 
lieve it. Once I see the prisoners come 


home is when I'll feel really certain 
about it" 


FOR THE PARENTS and wives of 


prisoners of war, the settlement will 
bring their loved ones home. 


"I just hope it's true... I'm sure that 


It is. We're pleased that after this long 
wait for many of us, we'll know for 
sure," declared Mildred Pilkington, pres- 
ident of the Illinois chapter of the Nation-, 
al League of Families of Prisoners of 
War and Missing In Action in Southeast 
Asia. 


"We will work very hard to see that 


the accounting (of the missing In action) 
is properly done. The missing in actions 
will be the big goal with the national 
league once the prisoners start to come 
home. We have to constantly press for 
the missing in actions so that they won't 
be forgotten by the public." 


Peter Lippert, junior vice commander 


of the Arlington Heights VFW Post Ml, 
says the peace announcement is a little 
late. 


"It's about time. I would like to have 


seen the announcement three or four 
years ago," said Lippert, who is a Viet- 
nam veteran. "It's better late than nev- 
er, though." 


Al Holding, another Vietnam veteran Is 


relieved with the peace announcement 
But his questions also are apparent "I'm 
happy but I think It's something that 
could have been done four years ago just 
as easily. I didn't think it would ever end 
while I was over there," he said. "I 
thought we had a just cause then, but 
after I got out, my support of the war 
went downhill."

Negotiators for the High School Dlst. 


214 Board and teachers sat down to the 
bargaining table last night to begin talks 
on the 1973-74 teachers salary contract. 


The two sides met behind closed doors. 


Negotiations on the contract for the cur- 
rent year ended less than three months 
ago In November after 10 months of bar- 
gaining. 


The two sides return to the table with a 


newly formulated procedure for resolv- 
ing impasses which is expected to speed 
tho negotiations process this year. Last 
year negotiations were suspended from 
May until October while a professional 
fact-finder studied the Issues dividing the 
two sides. 


The new Impasse procedure provides 


that the two sides will have 60 days in 
which to resolve the contract between 
them. After that time a fact-finder can 


be called in to review the dispute and 
recommend a settlement. 


The new procedure eliminates an Inter- 


mediate step which provided for an out- 
side mediator between the time an Im- 
passe is declared and the time a, fact- 
finder is called in.

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Three Seats-One Candidate 
Library Aspirant 
Won't Fill Board 


Unless a couple of village residents do 


some quick work over the weekend, 
there may not be enough candidates for 
election to the Arlington Heights Memor- 
ial Library Board to fill the vacant scats. 


Three scab on the library board will 


be up for election April 3 — one for a 
four-year term and two for six-year 
terms. Monday It the deadline for filing 
petitions to run for the library board, but 
only one person has filed. If no one else 
flics, there will bo two empty scats on 
the board after the election. 


Library Trustee Roland Ley, board 


treasurer, is the only person to file. Ley, 
1510 Hickory Avc.. has been a trustee for 
three years and Is running for his first 
full six-year term. 


The other two vacancies ore scats now 


held by Natalie Wallace, board presi- 
dent, and formerly held by Charles Ed- 
ward. Mrs. Wallace said she docs not 
plan lo run for a third term on the board. 
Edward resigned from the board earlier 
this month to move to California. 


It looks as though Ley will be rcclcctcd 


by default, but he said yesterday that 
that prospect "doesn't cheer him up 
much." He said he's disappointed that 
more village residents aren't interested 
In serving on the library board. 


THIS IS THE first time in recent his- 


tory that there has not been enough can- 
didates to even fill vacant seats. But Ley 
said the situation reinforces a con- 
tention that he has held for a long time 
— that the library board should be ap- 
pointed by the village board. 


"I hope the rest of the library board 


members agree with me and try to get 
the village to do this (appoint library 
board members)," Ley said. "I feel the 
same way about the park board, for that 
matter." 


Ley said such a change would probably 


require a village referendum, but he 
added that other communities have ap- 
pointed library and park boards. He said 
an appointed board would better guaran- 
tee that qualified persons are selected 
for board service. 


If no one else fOes for library board 


scats this time around, the two vacant 
scats left after the election would be 
filled by appointees of the elected library 
board. 


"That's not the worst thing In the 


world," Ley said of the chances of two 
appointed board members. He added 
that before any appointments are made, 
there would probably be open hearings 
on the matter.

Teachers, Caucus Have The Same Goal 


The fact that the Arlington Teachers 


Association (ATA) plans to endorse can- 
didates for the April School Dist 25 
board election doesn't bother Dist. 25 
Nominating Committee President Kay 
RodenatalL 


"I have no trepidations about the ATA 


endorsing candidates. After all, we're all 
after the same goal and that is to find 
the best qualified candidates for the job," 
Mrs. Roden said. 


The nominating committee, commonly 


known as the caucus, has been endorsing 
school board candidates for the past 18 
years and no endorsed candidates avc 
ever lost an election. This is the first 
years and no endorsed candidates have 
plans to endorse school board candi- 
dates. 


ATA MEMBERS said the move to en- 


dorse candidates is not a move to up- 
stage the caucus but to see that more 
than one candidate is up for election to 
give the public a choice. Caucus by laws 
state that only one person be endorsed 
for each vacancy on the board. 


According to ATA members, two can- 


didates not involved with caucus activi- 
ties have already sought ATA endorse- 
ment. Ed Keller of the ATA screening 
committee said that the candidates, 
whom he would not name, "would prob- 
ably hav liked to go through the caucus, 
too, but were too late or didn't know the 
procedure." 


Mrs. Roden said yesterday, however, 


that candidates could still try for caucus 
endorsement. 


"Our bylaws provide for additional 


nominations at the third meeting on 
Feb. 7, upon approval by a majority of 
the members present," said Mrs. Roden. 
"The candidate will then have an oppor- 
tunity to make a five-minute presenta- 
tion along with the other nominees." 


"It is not the purpose of the screening 


committee to prevent anyone from run- 
ning for the school board, only to seek 
out the best qualified candidates," Mrs. 
Roden said. 


IF ANY LATE candidates came before 


the caucus on Feb. 7, however, they 
would not have had a chance to go before 
the eight-member caucus screening com- 
mittee which will meet Saturday. The 
screening committee interviews each 


candidate for about an hour and rates 
them on about a dozen characteristics. 
Each caucus member will receive a com- 
posite rating sheet on each of the candi- 
dates. 


"Our rating system has been more 


clearly defined this year," said Mrs. Ro- 
den. The rating will still be on a five- 
point scale in each category, but the dif- 
ferent levels will stand for more clearly 
defined positions.

"The committee voted to have the

hate said the main issue in this year's 
negotiations will be the elimination of tho 
salary index which tics all salaries 
directly lo the base paid for beginning 
teachers. Board members have said they 
believe the Index, which gives teachers 
at the top of the scale twice the raise 
given to the base, b too expensive for tho 
district's budget. 


A special board committee formed to 


study alternatives to the Index met Tues- 
day night along with members of the dis- 
trict's administrative and teacher bar- 
gainers. The group pondered five pos- 
sible alternatives to the present salary 
system, Including a proposal for merit 
pay and one which would give the bar- 
gaining on the index greater flexlblily. 


Tho merit pay proposal, drawn up by 


Forest View High School Assistant Prin- 
cipal Jack Martin, would provide for 
maximum and minimum salaries for 
teachers with different levels of experi- 
ence and for evaluations to determine 
whether tho teacher would get the max- 
imum salary. 


Martin said the Important thing about 


tho evaluation Is that "you'd have to out- 
lino very carefully the attributes and 
contributions you would expect for a per- 
son to qualify for a merit increase." 


IN ADDITION, he said, evaluations 


should be done before the budget Is made 
up, so tho budget would be determined 
by tho number of people qualifying far 
merit pay rather than vice versa. That 
wny, ho said, "you'll fit tho budget to tho 
people and not the people to the budget." 


Hoard members and teacher represen- 


tatives all agreed with Martin that tho 
biggest problem with any merit system 
would bo ensuring that the evaluation 
system was fair and uniform. Doard 
Prwi. Ray L*lckson noted, "I suppose 
tho teacher teaching an advanced class 


might have a better chance of looking 
good than someone teaching more back- 
ward kids, but that wouldn't necessarily 
determine who was the excellent teach- 
er. Tho problem comes back to how to 


• determine the excellent teacher." 


Teachers association President Vince 


• Carlotl added, "You might have one 
teacher who Is very flashy In his teach- 
ing methods and then have another low- 
key quiet one who Is accomplishing more 
than the one who's flashy. You have to 
be fair to both." 


A second alternative proposed by Mar- 


tin, which could also have a merit sys- * 
tern built In, wouldsdivide the present 
salary schedule into four separate sched- 
ules. To move from one schedule to the 
other at the end of the fourth, eighth and <,; 
twelfth years of teaching, a teacher 
would have to bo evaluated. 


Board member Richard Bachhuber 


said the proposal, which he labeled a * 
"split variable Index," was "very inter- 
esting" and said It might provide the 
board with the flexibility it wants while 
ensuring that tho teachers will have se- 
curity. 


The committee agreed to meet again 


Thursday, Feb. 1, to draw up a written 
report. Once completed, the report will 
bo submitted to the board's negotiating 
team for guidance in this year's contract 
talks.
